THE mother of a nine-year-old boy 
whose life hangs in the balance 
because of a rare genetic disorder has 
made an emotional defence of the 
right to conceive 'saviour siblings’. 

Jamie Zammit has Fanconi anaemia, but his 
condition is deteriorating and he needs daily 
blood transfusions to keep him alive. Unless he 
has a bone marrow transplant soon the 
Bromley schoolboy could suffer organ failure or 
the early stages of leukaemia or pneumonia. 

During the second reading of the Human 
Fertilisation and Embryology Bill in the 
Commons on Monday, MPs debated one of the

most controversial elements of the bill - 
'saviour siblings’. 

If MPs vote against that aspect of the bill, 
doctors will no longer be able to test IVF 
embryos to see if there is a tissue match 
between the embryo and the family’s sick child. 

Or, if necessary, check that the embryo, 
which fits on the head of a pin, is free of gene¬ 
tic disorders. 

Jamie’s mother, Donna, said: “It’s something 
I agree with. Parents like Thomas and I faced 
with a situation like ours have to have that 
choice. How could it be taken away?”

It is too late for the couple to go through 
the IVF process, but Mrs Zammit was 
adamant that other parents of children with 
life-threatening illnesses should continue to 
have the choice. 

The 34-year-old had a 'saviour sibling’ in 
February, conceived naturally in the hope she 
would prove a perfect match for her brother. 

“She is not a match, but she is loved exactly 
the same as all my other children,” she said. 

“We love her truly and there is no bad rela¬ 
tionship between her and Jamie, they are 
extremely close.” 

The mother-of-five has faced criticism for 
having a saviour sibling after sharing her story

Council will ‘step on 
the toes’ of businesses 

KCC only interested in public image, savs MP

THE COUNTY council is “deter¬ 
mined” to press ahead with 
controversial business activities - 
even if that means it will have to 
“step on the toes” of private firms, 
according to a confidential memo 
leaked to Kent on Sunday. 

KCC’s commercial services department has 
angered private businesses because of lucra¬ 
tive contracts it has won at prices the firms 
say they are unable to compete with. 

Issues 

Opposition politicians have called for 
more transparency over the running of the 
department. 

Now, a document leaked to KoS outlines 
KCC’s strategy for improving public percep¬ 
tion of its commercial activities. 

It starts by saying: “The issues surrounding 
commercial services over the last few months 
are clearly not going to go away.” 

The memo then describes how KCC’s press 
office had been “keen to tackle this head-on” in 


January, but councillors over-ruled it because 
they wanted to keep the issue “low-key”. 

“This does not appear to have worked and a 
rethink is clearly in order,” it concludes. 

It outlines measures that needed to be 
achieved to improve the commercial services 
department’s image. 

One bullet point says: “Once the dust has 
settled for a while, get some human interest 
stories in the press in terms of the services 
delivered outside of Kent and the money 
this brings in - ensuring we have private 
companies quoted.” 

The four-page memo, thought to have been 
written earlier this month, went to senior 
figures on the council including Kevin 
Harlock, KCC’s commercial services director. 

Dr Steve Ladyman, Labour MP for South 
Thanet, claimed the memo showed KCC was 
more interested in its public image than the 
concerns of private firms. 

“This is a Conservative council which is 
deliberately and knowingly doing down the 
private sector,” he said. 

“It’s absolutely extraordinary. They are not 
worried about the impact this will have on 
the private sector.” 

KCC refused to confirm who wrote the 
memo and who it was sent to. 

But in a statement, Cllr Alex King, KCC’s 
deputy leader, defended the authority’s 
business activities. 

“The issue of commercial services has 


become disproportionate to the scale of its 
operation,” he said. 

“KCC spends £860 million each year in the 
private sector and 99 per cent of this is 
delivered by private and voluntary sector 
companies. 

“We had hoped originally that this issue 
would be short-term, given the scale of KCC’s 
expenditure in the private sector. 

“However, this has not proved the case, 
Therefore, as with many areas of work we 
compiled a strategy to ‘dispel the myths’. 

“We have received endorsement from other 
parts of the private sector who have directly 
benefited from the work of commercial serv¬ 
ices, but this has not been reflected in the 
media coverage.” 

Cllr King added: “Commercial services does 
an outstanding job for KCC and the people of 
Kent and it is important these messages are 
out there. 

“We are clear that we are not going to stop 
our commercial activity, although we are con¬ 
cerned to explain what we do and how we do 
it because we know that there has been con¬ 
cern among the business community.” 

He revealed that KCC is putting a ‘comprehen¬ 
sive’ question and answer section about its com¬ 
mercial activities on its website within a week.

with a national newspaper. 

“People have been judgemental and mali¬ 
cious but no-one is in my shoes. No-one 
knows how much our family is suffering. 

“If there are options available for others 
then it is only fair they have that choice. It 
does not matter what anyone says, you have 
to think about your child. I don’t care if the 
Church says it is ethically wrong. Your child 
is first and foremost,” she said. 

The Archbishop of Canterbury likened 
aspects of the bill, including saviour siblings 
and stem cell research on embryos, to “rape, 
torture and blackmail”. 

Dr Simon Fishel, who is one of the world’s 
leading specialists in fertility treatment and 
IVF, called Dr Rowan William’s words “an 
appalling comment and misunderstanding”. 

“The good brought about by the birth of a 
tissue-matched sibling far outweighs any 
perceived harm. 

“Experience with such cases already tell us 
that its detractors create imagined harm that 
has no bearing on reality and because of their 


personal, and dubious moral objections we 
are in danger of continuing the pain, suffer¬ 
ing and death that could be avoided by a 
novel healthcare option, which also brings 
with it social benefit. 

“Helping these families by modem medical 
practices, which occur in a strictly regulated 
context, is, to me, a mark of a civilised socie¬ 
ty,” he said. 

Expertise 

Dr Fishel mns Nottingham-based Care 
Fertility, which is one of the few centres in the 
world that provides the expertise needed to 
offer the genetic and tissue testing on IVF 
embryos. 

During Monday’s Commons debate, the 
Conservative MP for Beckenham, Jacqui 
Lait, called for a more positive approach to 
‘saviour siblings’. 

She said: “I have been stmck by how nega¬ 
tively the parenting aspect has been per¬ 
ceived. All the comments have implied that 
the sibling will be regarded as a victim, 
instead of praising intelligent parenting, 


which could allow the child to think, ‘actual¬ 
ly, I’m doing something really good’, and to 
feel proud of helping to keep their brother or 
sister alive.” 

The controversial bill is currently at its 
committee stage and MPs are due to discuss 
the amendments again on Monday. The 
Department of Health said it hoped it would 
have its third reading before the end of this 
parliamentary session in July. A date has not 
been set for the final vote. 

Meanwhile, Jamie Zammit remains in des¬ 
perate need of a bone marrow transplant and 
if one is not found he will have to go-ahead 
with a nine-out-of-10 match this summer. 
This means his chances of survival are 
lessened. 

The Anthony Nolan Trust has organised a 
special recruitment session for potential 
donors at Jamie’s school, Princes Plain 
Primary School, in Church Lane, Bromley, on 
Tuesday between 4-8pm. 

Mrs Zammit urged people to register say¬ 
ing there are thousands of people around the 
world in need of the life-saving treatment.

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WORK has begun on a moveable concrete bar¬ 
rier that it is hoped will ease the problems 
caused by Operation Stack. 

The £12.5 million Quick Moveable Barrier 
(QMB) has been touted as a short-term solu¬ 
tion to the disruption caused when strike 
action or bad weather closes the Port of Dover 
or Channel Tunnel. 

It is being installed between junctions 11 
and 12 of the M20, with work expected to last 
for 14 weeks. 

Once in place, highway staff will be able 
to quickly put it into use, allowing some 
London-bound lanes to be used by traffic 
heading towards the coast. 

Operation Stack, in which parts of the M20 
coastbound are closed to allow lorries heading 
to the Port of Dover to queue, is used when 
there is disruption on cross-Channel services. 

It was brought in for a record 16 consecu¬ 
tive days earlier this year, when SeaFrance 
officers went on strike.

Describing the event as a “diplomatic disas¬ 
ter”, Mrs Blair wrote: “As for Tony, I had the 
distinct impression they viewed him as a 
rather quaint specimen, trying to fathom how 
he could possibly be a Labour Party politician 
at all, as anyone with his talents and sense 


should surely be in the Tory Party. 

“Safe topics in such situations 
are hard to find and there is 
absolutely no mileage to be 
gained in having an ideological 
discussion with Michael 
Howard, a very able silk and 
member of the Tory Cabinet.” 

Roger Gale, the current Thanet 
North MP, whom Mrs Blair fought 
for the seat in 1983, also gets a fleet¬ 
ing mention in the book. 

She wrote: ‘To take on someone of 
his background - a former pirate 
radio EH and regional television pre¬ 


senter - could have been amusing, but it wasn’t.” 

She briefly hits back at outgoing 
Maidstone MP Ann Widdecombe for criticis¬ 
ing Mrs Blair for wearing a cream outfit 
when meeting the Pope.

Trust gets teeth 
into oral health 

HEALTH bosses are set to discuss a £1.4 mil¬ 
lion proposal to improve people’s oral health 
and access to appointments with NHS dentists. 

West Kent Primary Care Trust’s board will 
be asked to approve the plans at a meeting on 
Thursday. 

Steve Phoenix, the PCT’s chief executive, 
said: “I am delighted we are able to invest in 
some significant improvements to health 
services in west Kent. We have already invest¬ 
ed £1.8m in dentistry this year - this is addi¬ 
tional money which will enable us to improve 
services in the areas that need them most.” 

The board will also be asked to give the 
go-ahead to plans to upgrade one in three GP 
surgeries in the area. 

Members of the public will be allowed 
to ask questions at the end of the board 
meeting at the River Centre in Tonbridge, 
which starts at 2pm. 

The PCT said the plans follow a review of 
NHS dentistry in west Kent and will target 
areas where the need is greatest. 

New funding for 
rural rail stops 

RURAL railway stations in Kent are set to 
benefit from an extra £60,000 of funding 
nationally, the Government has announced. 

The money will be used to make improve¬ 
ments such as more seats at stations, cycle 
parking and better information for passengers. 

Tom Harris, the railways minister, said: 
“This extra funding will support the small 
projects that can make a big difference to pas¬ 
sengers using rural routes.” 

In Kent, the Medway Valley Line and 
Paddock Wood to Strood are eligible for the 
£5,000 funding. 

The Association of Community Rail 
Partnerships, Network Rail and the Department 
for Transport are joint funding the scheme.

Hilary to blow, blow, blow 
her boat, gently around UK 


A QUADRIPLEGIC yachtswoman from 
Kent is preparing to set sail around Britain 
this summer. 

Hilary Lister, who learnt to sail at 
Westbere Sailing Club, near her home town 
of Canterbury, is only able to move her head. 

The 35-year-old uses a ‘sip and puff system 
of straws to control the sailsband tiller. Last 
year she entered the record books for the 
second time after becoming the first female 
quadriplegic to successfully solo circum¬ 
navigate the Isle of Wight. 

Weather permitting, she hopes to set sail 
from Dover on June 9, for her three to four- 
month journey around the UK. 

She said: “I am so excited and can’t wait to 
get going. I can’t thank my team enough for 
the help and support they’ve given me. 

“I’m not underestimating the huge physi¬ 


cal and psychological challenge that lies 
ahead, but the chance to spend so much 
time on the water doing what I love is what 
drives me on.” 

Mrs Lister thanked Kent County Council 
for the £5,000 from the authority’s sports 
development emit which will be given to sup¬ 
port her challenge. 

She hopes her voyage will raise awareness 
of disabled sailing and show that disabled 
people can lead exciting and challenging lives. 

Mrs Lister was not bom a quadriplegic. As 
she grew up a progressive neurological disor¬ 
der, Reflex Sympathetic Dystrophy, meant 
she gradually began to lose the use of almost 
all her body. 

She entered the record books in 2005 when 
she became the first quadriplegic to sail solo 
across the Channel. 


Chinese whispers 

Far East’s booming economy to provide 
3.000 jobs boost at new business n ark 


THANET’S business community 
is hoping China is on the verge of 
coming to Kent. 

Key decisions are expected soon which 
could put the China Gateway project - prom¬ 
ising 3,000 new local jobs - on schedule to 
open next year. 

In the pipeline is the planning application 
to Thanet District Council for the first phase 
of the project at Manston Business Park - 
and a decision will be thrashed out in the 
near future. 

Visit 

In fact, David Foley, chief executive of 
Thanet and East Chamber, said: “Following 
a visit to the Commercial Group Properties 
(CGP) office at Manston last week, I have 
been briefed to let members (of the chamber) 
know that planning permission for the first 
phase of development of the China Gateway 
is expected very shortly.” 

But Rob Prince, operations manager of 
CGP, stressed that its application was cur¬ 
rently the subject of the fall planning process

and that the outcome would not be known for 
some time. 

He added that the company continues to 
hold consultation meetings with residents 
to ensure their opinions are taken into 
consideration. 

Half of the business park is owned by a 
TDC-Kent County Council joint venture, and 
the other half by CGP. Delegations have vis¬ 
ited China and seen a number of big firms 
keen to come to Kent. 

Chinamex, the Chinese government’s offi¬ 
cial arm for globalising the massive country’s 
industry, already has initial provisional 
agreements to come to Kent, as part of a 
drive to bring a number of large Chinese 
firms to Manston. 

Meantime, Mr Foley said: “It promises an 
eventual 1,000 jobs on site and double that 
number among local suppliers or products 


and services. The key word here is local’. 

“The first phase of the project has been 
carefully planned by local people in a local 
partnership of stakeholders from the public 
and private sectors - all of them with a long¬ 
standing commitment to Thanet. 

“Companies will no longer be obliged to 
send their representatives to Beijing or 
Shanghai to view Chinese goods - Manston 
will provide a showcase to attract buyers to a 
range of hi-tech products. 

“The influx of visitors from Europe and 
mainland Britain should provide a boost to 
local traders unrivalled since the heyday of 
seaside holidays.” 

He said every sector from taxis to employ¬ 
ment agencies, hotels and related services, 
retailers and providers of professional servic¬ 
es will benefit. He echoed recent political 
statements that this is a once-in-a-genera- 
tion opportunity. 

However, Mr Foley said he recognises some 
residents and nature groups do have anxi¬ 
eties about the project - and he stressed the 
chamber “will be the first to shout if environ¬ 
mental concerns are ignored or overridden.” 

He added: “If Thanet is to retain its status

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Access to care and social services must be fairer and more affordable, say critics 


Radical change needed 
to ease burdens of age 


KENT County Council and Age 
Concern have called for radical 
changes to the way elderly and 
vulnerable people are cared for. 

The calls follow the Government’s 
announcement of a six-month consultation 
aimed at making social services fairer and 
more affordable. 

According to the county council, there are 
about a quarter of a million people over 65 in 
Kent, a figure that will grow by more than 
60,000 over the next decade. 

Paul Coles, chief executive of Age Concern 
in Maidstone, described the situation facing 
many families with elderly relatives as 
“shocking”. 

Currently, people are not entitled to finan¬ 
cial support with care costs unless they have 
less than £21,000 in savings. 

Mr Coles told Kent on Sunday this meant 
many people who sell their homes to pay for

care see their finances dwindling before they 
can get help. He said: “We should have a 
basic level of care no matter what people’s 
financial situation is. 

“If you have worked hard all your life and 
saved money, you can lose it all due to age 
and illness. They lose their life’s work and 
their children’s inheritance. 

Trapped 

“It is a great decision to move towards sup¬ 
porting people at home, but our biggest 
worry is making sure they’re not trapped in 
their home and never go out. 

“They may have a free bus pass but can’t 
into town because of disabilities that come 
with age. The home becomes a prison.” 

Mr Coles said that “not a week goes by” 


without him being told of people receiving 
inadequate care in homes. 

He also claimed that Maidstone had a dis¬ 
proportionate number of care home residents 
who have moved from London, which puts 
extra strain on local authority resources. 

Kevin Lynes, KCC’s cabinet member for 
adult care services, called for a massive 
increase in funding and a re-organisation of 
the way care is managed. 

He said: “I’d like the Government to 
encourage a much greater join-up between 
the health service and social care. Health has 
its systems, administration and bureaucracy, 
and social care has its own. 

“We also need much more funding. The set¬ 
tlement we get from Government barely 
allows us standard care. Many authorities 
have raised eligibility criteria, which means 
people don’t qualify for care until later. 

“After 18 months or two years someone who 
may have needed moderate care can become 


critical because they’ve not had any help.” 

Folkestone-based Saga has produced 
research showing the cost of a four-year stay 
in a care home doubling to more than 
£220,000 in the next two decades. 

Owain Wright, Saga’s head of long-term 
care funding, said he welcomed the consulta¬ 
tion but insisted “action needs to be taken as 
soon as possible”. 

He said: “It is essential to seek professional 
financial advice as most people could protect 
an inheritance while still making funding 
provision for their long-term care needs.” 

Speaking on Radio 4’s Today programme 
this week, health secretary Alan Johnson 
said: “We have a responsibility to start put¬ 
ting in place the solutions to the problem. We 
have no magic bullet. There’s no quick fix 
and I think people in all sectors respect that.”

County leading the hi-tech revolution 



TESTING TIMES: Telehealth can be used to monitor blood pressure 


KENT is to be at the forefront of 
new technology that could revolu¬ 
tionise the way elderly and vulner¬ 
able people and those with certain 
conditions manage their care. 

The county council has already 
been running trials of the Telecare 
and Telehealth systems, but it has 
now been chosen as one of three 
testing grounds in the UK for a 
much wider, multi-million pound 
expansion of the schemes. 

Telecare monitors the surround¬ 
ings of patients suffering from con¬ 
ditions such as dementia and 
Alzheimer’s disease. 

It uses sensors to detect when 
vulnerable people may have had 
an accident or could be at risk of 
wandering outside in a confused 
state. 

Neighbours or monitoring cen¬ 
tres can then be alerted. It could 
also be used to trigger a recording 
of the voice of a son or daughter if 


someone tries to leave the house 
while confused in the middle of the 
night. 

Telehealth is a state-of-the-art 
system that allows patients at risk 
of current or future hospital 
admissions to monitor things such 
as blood pressure and sugar levels, 
with the results sent electronically 
to their doctor’s surgery. 

It reduces the need for patients 
to travel for check-ups, while also 
providing peace of mind for the 
users. 

The Government is investing £31 
million in expanding the use of 
these tools, known together as the 
Whole Systems Demonstrator, in 
Kent, Cornwall and Newham in 
London. 

Kent now has 250 Telehealth 
units and 1,000 Telecare units, 
which are operated in partnership 
with the East Kent and West Kent 
primary care trusts. 


Kevin Lynes, KCC’s cabinet 
member for adult social services, 
said the money would allow an 
extra 1,000 vulnerable people to 
use each of the systems in Kent. 

He said: “We have been able to 


develop our services with Telecare 
and the groundbreaking work of 
Telehealth has put us on the 
national agenda. Kent played a 
crucial role in shaping the White 
Paper for this programme and it is 


excellent that we are now getting 
funding from outside the county. 

“People would much rather live 
as independently as possible in 
their own homes and this will 
mean far more will be able to do 
just that, as well as reducing the 
anxieties of carers and relatives.” 

Health secretary Alan Johnson 
said the measures would allow the 
NHS to offer the best services. 

He said: “Following a rigorous 
selection process, Kent was chosen 
as a demonstrator site. As a result, 
many people will benefit from tak¬ 
ing part in testing this ground¬ 
breaking technology. 

“This was a tough selection 
process that looked at criteria 
including a history and commit¬ 
ment to working partnerships 
across health and social care. 

“Those involved in the Kent proj¬ 
ect have every right to feel proud 
and I congratulate them.” 
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MP is not amused 
as arcades suffer

TRADITIONAL seaside amusement 
arcades are increasingly under threat as a 
result of changes in the gambling laws, 
according to a Kent MP. 

Roger Gale, Conservative MP for North Thanet, said he 
had seen first hand the unfair effects of the Gambling Act 
on arcades with slot machines in his constituency. 

The changes mean these arcades can only have a limit¬ 
ed number of machines with top prizes of £500, with 
stakes also limited to £1. 

However, the same restrictions do not apply to betting 
shops. Amusement arcades, or ‘gaming centres’, are 
allowed no more than four B3 machines, which have a 
maximum stake of £1 and prize of £500. 

But betting shops can have as many B3 machines as 
they like, and up to four B2 machines, or ‘fixed odds bet¬ 
ting terminals’, where stakes and prizes can be rolled 
over to a maximum stake of £100 and prize of £500. 

Mr Gale told KOS Media that if changes in the law are 
not made soon many will be forced to close. 

He said: “These are not dens of iniquity, you will not 
find kids bunking off school and spending their pocket 
money. They are a part of the seaside, like candy floss, 
sticks of rock and fish and chips. 

“People providing harmless, all-weather amusements 
in safety for very modest prices are facing closure. 

“It has an impact on the seaside generally and a severe 
impact on the industries supplying arcades. One compa¬ 
ny has hundreds of second-hand machines and can’t do 
anything with them. It’s a serious situation.” 

Scott Turner, office manager for Cain’s Amusements in 
Heme Bay, said the change in the law had hit them hard. 

“We are looking for a level playing field again,” he said. 



“Our customers are socially responsible. They are used 
to a certain type of machine and we are now losing these 
customers to betting shops. This is very damaging. 

“We have our adult area but a big part of our business 
is family entertainment - penny-pushers and cranes. But 
when one part of the business is down the whole business 
suffers. Business is down dramatically.” 

In the House of Commons on Monday, Mr Gale asked 
culture, media and sport minister Gerry Sutcliffe: “Does 
the minister understand that unless he takes action now, 
this year, in time for this season, it will be too late?” 

Mr Sutcliffe replied: “We need to distinguish between 
seaside arcades and high street adult gaming centres. 

“The latter want more B3 machines and I am wrestling 
with the decision about whether that is appropriate. It is 
certainly not appropriate for seaside arcades.” 

Mr Sutcliffe also he said he would be meeting with the 
British Amusement Catering Trade Association to dis¬ 
cuss the matter shortly.

Dockyard disaster fear 


PLANS to store 2,500 tons of an 
explosive chemical at Chatham 
Dockyard have been branded “a 
disaster waiting to happen”. 

Chemical firm Arcelor Mittal 
Kent Wire has asked Medway 
Council for permission to keep 
ammonium nitrate at the site, 
leading to protests from local 
Liberal Democrats. 

Andy Stamp, deputy leader of 
Medway’s Lib Dem group, urged 
council chiefs to reject the propos¬ 
al, saying it would place hundreds 
of lives in danger. 

Cllr Stamp said he feared a 
repeat of the 2001 Toulouse disas¬ 
ter in France, when a smaller 
quantity of the chemical exploded, 


killing 31 people and destroying 
50 homes. 

An Arcelor Mittal spokesman 
insisted there was no danger. 

He said: “We have designed this 
application in accordance with the 
strictest safety regulations. We 
are confident our application rep¬ 
resents no danger whatsoever.” 

Ammonium nitrate is common¬ 
ly used as fertilizer but has also 
been used to make explosives and 
can be dangerous if stored incor¬ 
rectly. The council must consult 
with other agencies and wait for 
advice from the Health and 
Safety Executive and the 
Environment Agency before mak¬ 
ing a decision.

ANIMAL welfare groups are 
divided over whether people who 
monitor fox hunting ‘packs’ 
should be given special powers. 

Ann Widdecombe renewed her calls this 
week for hunting monitors to be licensed so 
that it is an offence to obstruct them. 

The Conservative MP for Maidstone and 
Weald showed a film made by Protect Our 
Wild Animals (POWA) to a group of cross¬ 
party MPs, which she said showed evidence 
of the assaults and verbal aggression regu¬ 
larly faced by the monitors. 

She said: “Licensing would control who is a 
monitor, so you don’t have saboteurs and 
things like that.” 

Penny Little from POWA who presented 
the film along with Miss Widdecombe on 
Tuesday, said: ‘We would definitely welcome 
licensing because we have a very difficult 
time monitoring hunts. 

We have no protection at the present time 
so it might encourage more people to become 
hunt monitors because there are many who 
cannot face it and are afraid of the violence.” 

The pro-hunting lobby believes the 
Hunting Act will be repealed if Toory leader 
David Cameron, who openly supports the 
‘sport’, wins the next general election. 

A spokesman for the East Kent Hunt 
called hunt monitors “vigilantes” and said 
licensing them would be like letting 
“lunatics take over the asylum”. 

However, Barry Hugill from the League 
Against Cruel Sports, said the league did not 
agree the monitors should be licensed. 

“We fully understand why Miss 
Widdecombe is suggesting they be licensed 
but the point is that they should not need 
extra powers - if they are behaving within 
the law they should be protected. 

“Criminal behaviour should be treated as 
criminal behaviour and that is the responsi¬ 
bility of the police.” 

Hunting meets claim they use scent trails 


laid for the hounds to chase rather than 
foxes, but animal rights groups say the law 
is constantly flouted and animals are being 
killed illegally. 

Nick Onslow, of the East Kent Hunt, said: 
“There are people who come out claiming 
they are monitors wearing combat gear and 
balaclavas.” 

Intimidate 

He said if hunt monitors should be allowed 
to police the hunting law, should that mean 
that “vigilante groups” would be given spe¬ 
cial powers to police other laws such as drug 
dealing or paedophiles. 

We are not trying to intimidate anyone we 
are seeking to maintain our infrastructure 
while waiting for this iniquitous and perse¬ 
cuting act to be repealed,” Mr Onslow said. 

He added: “The behaviour of these people 


has been unchanged since the days when 
they were saboteurs. 

“They believe they can gather evidence 
either of illegal hunting, although they have 
been singularly unsuccessful in doing that, 
or to try to intimidate them until they turn 
round and call names or protect themselves.” 

KoS asked Kent Police to provide details 
about the number of people that had been 
arrested or prosecuted since the act came 
into force in 2005 but was told the request 
would have to go through the Freedom of 
Information Act. 

The force said this season, which is 
between November 1 and around mid 
March, there had been no arrests in relation 
to hunting.

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CCTV is a deterrent, 
but no ‘silver bullet’

THERE are more than three 
times as many CCTV cameras in 
Kent than a decade ago, KOS 
Media can exclusively reveal. 

The county’s 13 district councils had 373 
cameras in 1998, but now run 1,260 - an 
increase of 887, or 237 per cent. 

But when we asked councils and the police 
how many convictions have been secured 
due to the cameras, they could not provide 
any figures. 

Bill Moss, Maidstone’s town centre manag¬ 
er, said CCTV was a deterrent to criminals. 
“If the bad guys know they are on camera, 
they behave,” he said. 

“We know who they are and we can follow 
them, keeping an eye on them all the time. 

“And we can respond instantly if some¬ 
thing happens. I am not worried about con¬ 
victions -1 am concerned about deterrents.” 

Shepway District Council said during 
2007-08, police arrested 321 people for 
alleged offences including attempted mur¬ 
der, firearms, drugs, robbery, and theft, using 
images from CCTV cameras. But the author¬ 
ity said it has no record of any convictions 


following those arrests. A senior police officer 
in London recently told a conference that 
CCTV cameras have helped solve just three 
per cent of street robberies. 

Det Chief Insp Mike Neville, head of the 
Metropolitan Police visual images, identifica¬ 
tions and detections office, said the system 
was an “utter fiasco”. 

Britain has more cameras than any other 
European country, yet “no thought” had gone 
into how to use them, the officer told the 
Security Document World Conference. 

Ian Pointon, of the Kent Police Federation, 
said: “I think there is an over-reliance on 
CCTV. We are the most watched country in 
Europe and only now senior officers and 
politicians are realising it is not the silver 
bullet everyone expected. 

“They started to proliferate as officers were 
removed from the streets, which was a huge 
retrograde step.” 

Michael Parker, of anti-surveillance cam¬ 
paign group N02ID said: “I am not surprised 
no-one wants the conviction rates to be 
known - it could be an embarrassment. We 
need to know how many criminals are con¬ 
victed if these cameras are to make sense.” 

But Kent Police underlined the cameras’ 
value as a deterrent. Inspector Terry 
Newman said: “CCTV is just one method of 
detecting and preventing crime. We work 
with local authorities to use CCTV in the 
best way to detect crime.” 


Cross-party group presses 
minis ter over A21 dualling 


A GROUP of MPs and Kent’s top Tory politi¬ 
cian met with a transport minister to press 
for improvements to a congested stretch of 
road. 

Greg Clark, the MP for Tunbridge Wells, 
led the delegation that met with Tom Harris 
on Thursday to call for work on the A21 to 
move forward without delay. 

Dualling work on the road was due to 
begin in 2010-11 but was thrown into jeop¬ 
ardy after cost estimates escalated. 

After the meeting, Mr Clark said: “It was 
constructive and the minister and his offi¬ 
cials listened carefully to our arguments.” 

He was joined by Kent County Council 
leader Cllr Paul Carter, Tory MP for 
Sevenoaks Michael Fallon, Labour MP for 
Hastings and Rye Michael Foster, and 
Gregory Barker, the shadow environment 


minister and member for Bexhill and Battle. 

The estimated cost of the proposals to dual 
stretches of the road from Tonbridge to 
Pembury and from Kippings Cross to 
Lamberhurst, has more than doubled, soar¬ 
ing from £104 million to £215m. 

Mr Clark said he questioned the new cost¬ 
ings and also impressed upon the minister 
the importance of the improvements to the 
opening of the new Pembury Hospital in 
2011. 

He said: “A further hold-up would show a 
massive lack of co-ordination between gov¬ 
ernment departments and delays around the 
hospital could threaten lives. 

‘We made clear the frustration and misery 
the state of the roads has caused local people 
and the minister promised to see what he 
could do,” Mr Clark added. 
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Bus hits bridge 

PASSENGERS on a double-decker bus 
escaped injury when it became wedged under 
a railway bridge. 

The incident happened in Chestfield, near 
Whitstable, last Saturday at the bridge 
between the Chestfield and St John’s round¬ 
abouts.

Endangered 
pair now on 
safe ground 


A KENT zoo has welcomed the 
return of one of its black rhinos 
after five years and hopes the 
father-of-four will continue to breed. 

Kingo was returned to Port Lympne Wild 
Animal Park, near Ashford, from Paignton Zoo 
in Devon. He has sired four calves since his 
birth in 1983. 

Black rhinos are rare, with only 3,000 
remaining in the world today, after they were 
nearly hunted to extinction in the Serengeti 
during the 1960s and 1970s. 

Two of Kingo’s calves, Limpopo, six, and 
Laikipia, four, were returned to the Tanzanian 
national park last year by the Aspinall 
Foundation, the charity that manages Port 
Lympne. 

Scientists 

The charity worked with the Tanzanian gov¬ 
ernment and a private reserve within the 
Serengeti to return the animals, which are the 
first-ever captive-bom rhinos to be re-intro- 
duced to the area. 

Paul Beer, head of the rhino section at Port 
Lympne, said: “We know that Kingo has a good 
success rate in siring calves and we are hoping 
that he will continue to breed with one of our 
female cows.”

Meanwhile, the birth of a rare Scottish wild¬ 
cat kitten at a Kent conservation park has 
been hailed as a boost to the ailing population 
of the species. 

Conservationists at the Wildwood Tmst, 
near Heme Bay, said there are only around 
400 of the wildcats left in the world and scien¬ 
tists have warned that they could become 
extinct in our lifetime. 

The kitten, which was bom last month, 
belongs to two pure-bred wildcats, Flora and 
Hamish. 

A Wildwood spokesman said: “The kitten’s 
birth will help boost the increasingly impor¬ 
tant captive population in the UK, which could 
save the species from future extinction.” 

The wild species of feline resembles a very 
muscular tabby cat, but are in fact 50 per cent 
larger than a domestic cat. 

They are unique to Britain and have lived 
here for more than two milli on years, but they 
are now increasingly rare, though they roam 
across the Grampians and Northern Highlands. 
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while another gets new arrival

Homes get £10m boost 


COUNCILS across the county 
are to receive close to £10 million 
to spend on improving homes. 

Tonbridge and Mailing, 
Tunbridge Wells, Sevenoaks, 
Maidstone, Ashford, Dartford, 
Gravesham and Medway coun¬ 
cils have been jointly awarded 
£9.75m by the South East

A NEW police boat has been 
launched to tackle illegal 
immigration, drug and people 
trafficking, and terrorism. 

The 53ft Alexandra III was officially named 
in a ceremony this week, after £150,000 
was invested into its refurbishment from 
last year’s increase in police council tax. 

Michael Fuller, Chief Constable of Kent 
Police, said: “This boat will be invaluable in 
increasing our capability and visibility 
around the Kent coast and in the county’s 
waterways. 

“It will dramatically enhance the work we 
already do with our colleagues in other 
police forces and agencies and help prevent 
the use of our coast and rivers for organised 
crime and terrorism. 

‘With its crew, it will act as a virtual float¬ 
ing police station and provide protection 
and service to everyone in Kent. It will also 
patrol the expanding Thames Gateway and 
the wider maritime community.” 

The boat, which was refurbished last 
year, will be based in Sheemess and can 
carry up to 16 people such as firearms 
teams and other police specialists. 

Ann Barnes, chair of the Kent Police 
Authority, officially launched the vessel in a 
champagne breaking ceremony at the Port

of London Authority in Gravesend on 
Wednesday. 

“Those who live or work by the sea will 
hopefully notice a police presence on the 
waters,” she said. 

“In 2008, an effective police force has to be 
able to stretch from dealing with localised 
problems to international organised crime 
and terrorism.” 

A crew of three will man the boat, which 
has state-of-the-art technology allowing 
those on board to identify other vessels on 
the river and can travel up to 27 knots. 

It is the first time the force has had a 
marine boat since 1995 and it will join the 
two high-speed rigid hull inflatable boats 
currently used for intercept work. Kent has 
more coastline than any other county and 
acts as a maritime gateway into Europe. 

Superintendent Andrew Lyttle, who led 
the boat project, added: “This represents 
three years of planning and I’m delighted 
that the marine boat is going to add so 
much value to our policing effort. 

“It will play a key role in allowing the 
police to mitigate any risks that we manage 
of behalf of the public.”

The annual celebration marks the birth¬ 
day of Florence Nightingale. 

Baroness Emerton said: “She died 98 
years ago and yet we still celebrate her 
birthday - the reason is her legacy. 

“It is because of her basic standards in 
nursing, hygiene, nutrition and care.

Florence Nightingale invented hygiene 
during the Crimean War.

hugely important if infection rates of 
superbugs such as MRSA and 
Clostridium difficile were to be kept down. 

She spoke to nurses at Benenden about 
their work and congratulated the hospital 
on winning Top Independent Employer in 
the recent Nursing Times awards. 

The hospital has not had one case of 
MRSA or C diff since 2000, a hospital 
spokeswoman said. 

Asked what she thought the key to its 
success was, Baroness Emerton said: 
“Well, I suppose small is beautiful. 

“The place is spotless and hand hygiene 
is available for everyone. What is interest¬ 
ing is that their cleaners are all their own 
employees. They are not contracted. The 
ward sisters can control their environment.” 

She said it was difficult in the NHS for 
modem matrons to have the same control 
over cleaning staff because often they are 
not contracted to the hospitals themselves. 

Baroness Emerton said she had been 
running her own campaign for the past 
four years to make high quality care a pri¬ 
ority, from the member of staff treating the 
patient right up to the boardroom. 

She said that was the problem at 
Maidstone and Tunbridge Wells NHS 
Tmst’s hospitals, where 90 patients died in 
two C diff outbreaks. 

“Management did not know what was 
going on. My campaign is to re-establish a 
care line from the patients to the board 
and back again.” 

Her research showed that in 60 NHS 
board meetings only 14 per cent mentioned 
patient care rather than financial targets. 

Baroness Emerton is contributing to Lord 
Darzi’s review of the NHS and she spoke 
about nutrition as an example of her cam¬ 
paign in the House of Lords on Thursday. 


Patients report 
bad experience 

THE experience of patients at two Kent hos¬ 
pital tmsts was among the worst in the 
country, according to a survey by the health 
watchdog. 

Nationally, the Healthcare Commission 
found that people treated in NHS hospitals 
were generally happy with their care, but 
there have been increased concerns over 
cleanliness and hand hygiene. 

At Maidstone and Tunbridge Wells NHS 
Tmst, only 45 per cent of patients said that, 
as far as they knew, doctors “always” 
washed their hands between patients. 

A spokesman for the tmst said superbug 
rates had fallen dramatically. 

Asked whether patients should query 
whether doctors and nurses had washed 
their hands, he said: “That is one of the 
things that we encourage.” 

KOS Media’s Clean, Safe and Healthy 
campaign promotes hand-washing with 
alcogel and soap and water to help in the 
battle against superbugs. 

Glen Douglas, the tmst’s chief executive, 
said: ‘We have a problem - which the report 
identifies - with too many patients being 
cared for in mixed-sex wards.” 

He said this was because of the old fash¬ 
ioned open wards at the Kent and Sussex. 

“This is one of the reasons we are delight¬ 
ed about the new hospital being built at 
Pembury. But we will continue to work 
hard, within the building’s restraints, to put 
an end to mixed-sex wards.” 

Medway NHS Foundation Tmst also per¬ 
formed badly, with 55 per cent of patients 
sleeping in mixed-sex wards. 

A spokeswoman said: “Patients need dig¬ 
nity and privacy and our longer-term build¬ 
ing projects will see the introduction of 
single, en-suite rooms and new facilities 
which will greatly improve the patient expe¬ 
rience at Medway.” 
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Plastic tunnel vexes boxing 

legend Barry

BOXING legend Barry McGuigan 
is gearing up for his biggest fight 
in many years - against a plan¬ 
ning application. 

Mr McGuigan, who lives in Dargate, near 
Faversham, is one of the villagers objecting to 
plans for a 67-acre polytunnel on farmland 
near the A299 Thanet Way between 
Faversham and Whitstable. 

The 18ft-high plastic tunnel at Hemhill 
Nursery would be used to grow strawberries 
and could be given the go-ahead by Swale 
council planners later this month. 

The Irish former featherweight world 
champion said he was one of about 20 resi¬ 
dents to send formal objections to the council 
on a number of issues. 

He told KOS Media the polytunnel would 
be built on an area of beautifiil countryside 
close to the route of a walk he had volun¬ 
teered to promote on behalf of the council. 

He said: “It’s a beautiful part of the coun¬ 
tryside and I would not have contemplated 
promoting the walks if I had known this was 
on the horizon. 

“This is arable land that will be covered in 
plastic. There is a shortage of grain in the 
world - we need arable land. Having straw¬ 
berries 12 months a year is a luxury. 

“I’m not some nimby. I’ve lived here for 20 
years and this is one of the worst things [the 
council] has contemplated here. I’m very, very 
vexed.” 

Mr McGuigan also claimed that of the 200 
jobs expected to be created by the scheme, the 
majority would go to low-paid migrant work¬ 
ers and give no economic benefit to the 
community 

“It will just be good for one man, the owner,” 
he added. “If a lot of local farmers were bene¬ 
fiting I wouldn’t mind, but this is ridiculous. 

“There is a 17th century cottage right 
across the road, the owners must be so 
upset.” 

Jason Davies-Baker, site manager for 
Moneypeaks, the company proposing to build

and operate the polytunnel, said it hoped to 
fill many of the jobs with local workers. 

He also insisted the company respected the 
views of residents and wanted to work with 
them. 

He said: “We are already listening and as a 
result our plans address issues of visibility, 
noise, glare and litter. The investment we are 
prepared to make to address these issues 
demonstrates our long-term commitment - 
this is also why we want to secure planning 
permission even though it is not strictly 
required. 

“At a time when many rural businesses are 
failing, we represent a success story. 

‘We are also further helping to reduce the 
UK’s reliance on the import of foreign pro¬ 
duce. Who would want to imagine a time 
when the only strawberries available to the 
British public came from overseas?” 

A spokeswoman for Swale Borough Council 
said it did not wish to comment as the appli¬ 
cation has not yet been considered.

A crash is no accident! 


Most of us refer to incidents on the road as 
‘accidents’ but the reality is they are crashes 
- they happen for a reason. 

The Oxford English Dictionary defines accident 
as ‘an event without apparent cause’ but that 
cannot apply to road crashes - every one 
happens for a reason. Vehicles don’t just 
crash into things. 

In the lead up to a crash, something has gone 
wrong with the vehicle, the road, or the driver. 
Research shows that a small proportion of 
crashes are attributable to the vehicle or 
road, but 95% of all crashes involve some 
form of human error from at least one of 
the drivers. 
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As a driver, you wouldn’t 
deliberately seek to cause a 
crash, but there is still a cause and it’s 
normally taking an unnecessary risk - where 
there is a cause, it’s not an accident. Most 
causes can be foreseen and therefore should 
be avoidable. 

So why does it matter if we call them accidents 
or crashes? Underpinning the work of the 
Kent Highway Services road safety team is 
the need to remind drivers they have a 
responsibility for their actions and to be 
aware of the consequences that bad driving, 
will have. Using the term ‘accident’ is almost 
a ‘let off’ for bad driving, as it suggests that 
nothing could have been done to prevent it 
happening, but crashes will be avoided if we 
drive more carefully. 

Road crashes account for over 700 serious 
and fatal injuries each year in Kent and 
each crash is a life changing or life ending 
event. It’s no longer right to call them 
accidents - every driver needs to 
recognise their part in keeping Kent’s 
roads safer.

We carry out regular 
inspections of all the trees 
across the network, but it’s still 
a huge job to keep track of 
their condition in order to keep 
the footpaths and roads safe. 

To make this task more efficient, 
the team of arboricultural 
inspectors has recently introduced 
new technology in the form of 
tablet PCs to record information 
about our trees. The project will 
be carried out as part of current 
routine inspections and may 
take up to five years to complete. 
The end result will be the first 
ever comprehensive database 
of the location and work history 
of every tree belonging to Kent 
Highway Services. 

The information that we gather 
will be maintained in a central 
database and will be accessible 
to our Contact Centre, so if you 
phone in with a query about a 
tree in your area, we’ll have all 
the relevant information to hand. 


As the database builds, our 
Contact Centre will be able to 
access current information 
about trees and any inspections 
will be managed using the new 
technology to make the enquiry 
process more efficient. 

The system will also allow us to 
view patterns in the number of 
calls about particular trees, or 
in particular areas, which will 
help us to forecast tree inspection 
frequencies and works that may 
be required in the future.

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Close encounters of Kentish kind

NEWLY-released govern¬ 
ment documents reveal 
details of sightings of UFOs 
over Kent, most of which 
were reported to the former 
RAF base at Manston. 

The Government has released the 
files in an effort to persuade conspir¬ 
acy theorists that there is no X Files- 
style cover-up about alien contact. 

One report says that in November 
1981, a “bright, small flashing light” 
was seen at Warden Point on the Isle 
of Sheppey. 

It adds: “UFO stationary, then dis¬ 
appeared suddenly” over the sea. 

In February 1982, an “aerial phe¬ 
nomena” was seen in the skies over 
Brenchley, near Tunbridge Wells. 

It was “two flashing red and green 
lights” and lasted for 45 minutes. The 
report says the lights were “station¬ 
ary and then disappeared”. 

On November 25, 1981, a man in 
Gravesend saw a “bright light burst¬ 
ing into smaller stars on striking 
ground” while driving on the A2 
towards Chatham. 

Then on November 27, someone in 
Istead Rise, near Gravesend, saw a 
“single, steady, very bright, round 
white light” in the sky. 

On January 12, 1982, RAF 

Manston in Thanet received a report 
of a ‘Very bright light ... with red 
orange and blue lights moving 
around” south of Ramsgate. 

In February that year, a motorist in

Bishops Way, Maidstone, reported “at 
least 12 lights pink/white, size of four 
to five helicopters, disc-shaped, two 
white lights at front”. The UFO “hov¬ 
ered” above the bridge before “mov¬ 
ing away down river”. 

UFO author Timothy Good fives in 
Beckenham. He said: “I do believe in 
UFOs and do believe the MoD when 
they say 95 per cent of sightings can 
be explained - I am more concerned 
about the other five per cent. These 
released documents are interesting, 
but there is nothing from MI6, 
GCHQ, Naval Intelligence, RAF or 
Army Intelligence. There is plenty 
more being hidden from us.” 

The author of Top Secret and Need 


to Know, added: “There is a lot of rub¬ 
bish in these files. I was told in 1978 
that the government had a secret £11 
million budget just for that year to 
investigate UFOs.” 

He said: “Unexplained reports 
amount to tens of thousands by 
highly intelligent personnel. 

“There have been more than 5,000 
reports that we know about from 
pilots, both military and civilian. The 
ones we don’t know about are still 
withheld, even going back to the 
1950s.” 

The MoD X Files are available to 
the public from the National 
Archives website and cover 1978 to 
1987. The eight released files are 
part of almost 200 to be made avail¬ 
able over the next four years. 

Dr David Clarke, an expert in UFO 
history and a lecturer at Sheffield 
Hallam University, admits conspira¬ 
cy theories about aliens are ‘Very dif¬ 
ficult to disprove”. 

He said: “I doubt the disclosure of 
these files will convince those who 
believe there is an official cover-up. 

“Inevitably, some have already dis¬ 
missed this release as a whitewash. 
For them the ‘truth’ still remains out 
there, hidden no doubt in more top 
secret files.” 

An MoD spokesman said: ‘We only 
look at these reports to see if UK air¬ 
space has been compromised. 

We don’t have any information or 
opinion either way on whether they 
are UFOs or not.”

A STATUE is being put up 
to mark the 60 th anniver¬ 
sary of the Queen’s Gurkha 
Engineers. 

The Maidstone Trust, which has 
Prince Michael of Kent as its 
patron, is raising £15,000 for the 
bronze statue, which will stand on a 
granite plinth in the courtyard of 
Maidstone Museum. 

Sculptor Mary Cox has been com¬ 
missioned by the charity to make the 
statue, which will depict a Gurkha 
engineer sergeant carrying a rifle. 

Around 200 Gurkhas are based at 
Invicta Park Barracks, as part of 36 
Engineer Regiment. 

Cllr Dan Daly, a Maidstone town 
councillor, is vice-chairman of the 
Maidstone Trust. 

He said: “The Gurkha engineers 
have been with us for a long time in 
Maidstone and I wanted to give 
them something back. 

“There has been so much public 
unrest about the way they have been 
given a bit of a dirty stick over the 
years. Wherever I go the public 
always speak highly of the men, both

past and present. They are depend¬ 
able and the sort of people you would 
want next to you in any situation.” 

Cllr Daly said that if a minute’s 
silence were held for every Gurkha 
to have died in World War Two, we 
would have to remain quiet for more 
than two weeks. 

The statue will be 3ft 6ins tall and 
stand on a 4ft plinth. It is due to be 
unveiled on September 27. 

Gesture 

Cllr Daly said: “The money is com¬ 
ing from a variety of sources includ¬ 
ing the judiciary, business and the 
people of Maidstone. 

“Around a third of the £15,000 
needed has been raised so far and 
we are only two weeks into the 
fundraising.” 

He pointed out that Gurkhas have 
been involved in community proj¬ 
ects like building a bridge over the 
River Len and ponds. 

Chhatra Rai, general secretary of 


the British Gurkha Society, said: 
‘We are aware of this project and 
are looking to make a small dona¬ 
tion towards it. 

“It is a great gesture and shows 
some recognition of what the 
Gurkha has done for the British.” 

He added: “They are known as 
loyal fighters and erecting a statue 
like this shows the public under¬ 
stand what these men are about. 

“They have been treated badly by 
the Government, so it is extra special 
for a permanent statue is erected in 
the name of Gurkhas everywhere.” 

Recruited from Nepal, the 
Gurkhas have been part of the 
British Army since 1816. 

The 1st Battalion The Royal 
Gurkha Rifles has its garrison in 
Brunei, whereas the 2nd Battalion 
is stationed at Folkestone’s 
Shorncliffe Barracks. 

Brigadier Iain James, Comm¬ 
anding Officer of 2 (South East) 
Brigade, is responsible for both units. 
He is based at Shorncliffe Barracks. 

The 2nd battalion was given the 
freedom of Sandgate earlier this 
month.

A PFIZER scientist who discov¬ 
ered a drug that has saved mil¬ 
lions of lives across the world has 
been inducted into America’s 
Inventors’ Hall of Fame. 

Dr Ken Richardson led a team at the 
pharmaceutical company’s European head¬ 
quarters in Sandwich that developed a 
groundbreaking anti-fungal medicine. 

Dr Richardson, 68, who retired from 
Pfizer 10 years ago, said: “Before ours came 
along, the only drug available had to be 
given by intravenous infusion, very slowly 
in hospitals for five hours a day, every day. 

“It had terrible side effects, so much so 
that people refused it even though the 
infection was going to kill them. 

“With this drug you pop one pill once a 
week and the infection goes away with no 
side effects.” 

Patients with Aids, different types of can¬ 
cer, severe bums, transplant recipients and 
others with weakened immune systems 
have been saved worldwide by fluconazole, 
which is also known as Diflucan. 

Dr Richardson, who lives in Birchington, 
and his team’s research began in the 1970s 
and led to the release of the drug in 1981. 

Breakthrough 

Asked whether he knew the huge life-sav¬ 
ing potential of the drug at the time, he 
said: “As a scientist you always dream of 
making some enormous breakthrough 
that's what keeps you going. But not many 
people come anywhere near. 

“What we were trying to do was get a 
drug to treat fungal infections in patients 
with damaged immune systems. 

“That was hugely worthwhile but it 
would have treated perhaps up to 300,000 
patients a year. 

“Then came Aids. No-one could have pre¬ 
dicted it and every single Aids patient in 
the world gets fungal infection.” Pfizer esti¬ 
mates about 20 million people a week are 
taking the drug. 

Dr Richardson was born near 
Nottingham and left school at 16 to become 
a laboratory assistant. 

He studied for his first degree, from 
Nottingham Trent University which was 
then still a polytechnic, by doing evening 
classes, before being awarded his PhD from 
the University of Nottingham in 1968. 

Dr Richardson worked with Nobel prize¬ 
winning chemist Robert Bums Woodward 
at Harvard before joining Pfizer in 1969. 

His work on the anti-fungal drug has also 
received the UK Society for Dmg Research 
Award for Dmg Discovery. He has also been 
presented with an OBE by the Queen. 

Dr Richardson keeps up with the goings- 
on at Pfizer through his daughter and son- 
in-law, who both work at Sandwich. 

“I’m retired and I’ve been working on 
being a granddad and enjoying myself, so 
this was quite a nice surprise,” he said of 
the most recent award, which took him to 
Akron, Ohio, for the ceremony on May 3.

Danger we will 

talk ourselves 
into a recession 


MORTGAGE possession orders are up nine 
per cent in the South East, worrying figures 
issued by the Ministry of Justice reveal, 
writes Chris Murphy. 

Business leaders in Kent say the report is evidence that 
the credit crunch is clearly having an effect on people’s lives. 

The ministry said the number of orders made by the 
courts in England and Wales at an early stage of the 
repossession process rose 17 per cent in the first quarter 
of the year. 

Meanwhile, possession claims, the first stage of the 
repossession process, are up 13 per cent in the South East. 

Frazer Thompson, chairman of the Institute of Directors 
in Kent said: “The level of repossessions has risen dramat¬ 
ically in America following the credit crunch. 

“I think that it’s likely to rise here too, but by a lower 
degree. What is likely is that new borrow¬ 
ers won’t be offered loans they cannot 
afford to re-pay and that offers some good 
news from this issue. 

“However, we are all in real danger of 
talking ourselves into recession rather 
than an era of slower growth and sensi¬ 
ble lending. What is worrying from a 
business perspective are the constant 
projections of doom and property price 
gloom that is cumulatively damaging 
consumer and business confidence. We 
all know that the crunch will make 
money harder to borrow, but banks con¬ 
tinue to lend against good propositions.” 

Mr Thompson said it was important 
not to forget that many businesses are 
benefiting from a stronger euro. 

“I believe that Kent is very well placed 
to weather any economic storm with its 
concentration of entrepreneurs and 
small, flexible businesses,” he added.

Soaring bills 

Homeless charity Shelter is dismayed 
at the rise in repossessions and what it 
will mean for cash-strapped owners. 

Chief executive Adam Sampson said: 
“The worst fears of thousands of home- 
owners are now becoming a tragic reality. 
Mortgage lenders should be helping 
homeowners to stay in their homes, but 
with some, it’s a case of ‘miss a couple of 
payments and you’ll find yourself in court’. 

“Homeowners are being hammered 
from all sides as they face the end of 
fixed-term deals, are saddled with new 
costlier mortgages, and cope with soar¬ 
ing food and fuel bills. ” 

The Council for Mortgage Lenders pre¬ 
dicts there will be 45,000 repossessions 
nationally this year - up from 27,100 
last year. The council does not break the 
figures down regionally. 

Its director general Michael Coogan 
said: “No-one wants to see repossessions 
rise. But risk is a part of life, and for 
some households circumstances change 
and they cannot get back on their feet. 
Most people who suffer payment difficul¬ 
ties can get out of trouble by taking good 
advice, prioritising their debts, and com¬ 
municating with their lender early.” 

The Government said it would help 
those in financial trouble with more free 
legal advice for people at risk of reposses¬ 
sion and training for debt advice agencies.

TIME has not been kind to 
Kent’s once-majestic and 
lively seaside piers. 

The county has just two surviving 
leisure piers, at Deal and Heme Bay, 
but a new book contains aerial 
photographs of all the stmetures 
before they were demolished, 
damaged by storms or left to decay. 

Richard Riding, one of the authors 
of British Seaside Piers, along with 
Chris Mawson, said the new book 
explores the history of about 100 
piers across the country, from their 
heyday in Victorian times to what 
remains today. 

“About half of the pictures were 
taken from the air, mostly before 
World War Two when they were in 
their heyday. 

“They were mostly taken by a 
company called Aerofilms, which was 
operating from about 1919 onwards.” 

Mr Riding, who lives in 
Hertfordshire, used to work as an 
aerial photographer and said the last 
time he saw Deal pier was from an 
aeroplane in 1960. 

Deal’s structure is Britain’s most 
recent pier and was opened in 1957 


by the Duke of Edinburgh. In 1857 a 
severe storm destroyed the town’s 
first pier, which had been built in 
1838, Mr Riding said. 

Eugenius Birch, an architect and 
engineer who specialised in piers 
during the 19th century, designed the 
second pier. It was completed in 1864 
and was 1,000ft long. But in 1940 it 


was wrecked by the beached Dutch 
ship Nora. 

Margate was a honeypot for 
holidaymakers from across the 
country during its glory days and 
thrived as a coastal resort, Mr Riding 
said. 

Margate jetty was the first iron 
pier to be designed by Birch.

Mr Riding said: “It was used during the 
war for troop and supply movements, but 
the jetty was closed in 1976 on safety 
grounds. 

“A severe storm in January, 1978, 
delivered the coup de grace and despite 
attempts to get rid of the remains, part of 
the pier head survives to this day.” 

Ramsgate’s marina pier suffered a 
dramatic demise. “During World War One 
fire, a collision and an exploding mine all 
took their toll, but the pier lingered on until 
1930 when it was finally demolished,” Mr 
Riding said. Time, corrosion, war, storms,

fire and shipping have all taken their toll on 
Kent’s piers, with no-one willing to meet the 
huge restoration costs, Mr Riding said. 

In 1899 Herne Bay’s pier was one of the 
longest in the country, stretching 3,787ft out 
into the Thames Estuary. 

Mr Riding said visitors once enjoyed 
riding on an electric tramway. A Grand 
Pavilion which opened on the pier in 1910 
burned down in the 1970s. 

In the same decade a storm destroyed the 
main pier, leaving the pier-head stranded. 
Mr Riding said: “I wish they would do 
something with it, I think it would be 
wonderful to connect it with a monorail.

But it comes down to money.” 

Dover’s promenade pier also succumbed 
through lack of funding after once 
entertaining people as a pleasure pier and 
embarkation point for steamer outings to 
Hastings, the author said. 

Folkestone’s pier had a 700-seat pavilion 
and was very popular with day-trippers. 

It also it attracted big-name stars 
including actress Lily Langtry, who had 
affairs with many powerful men including 
Queen Victoria’s son the Prince of Wales. 

It was badly damaged by a blaze in 1943, 
leaving only a skeletal reminder of its 
glamorous past. It was demolished in 1954, 
Mr Riding said. 

The book is published by Ian Allan and is 
priced £19.99 from all good bookshops.

Park’s

FOR 363 days this year, Mote Park is 
a sprawling mass of fields and trees; 
a natural oasis from the crowds and 
hullabaloo of everyday life. 

But because of two magical days, it will forever 
be remembered for being transformed into a 
sprawling musical metropolis; a heaving mass of 
sunburnt bodies, dancing and a line-up which 
Maidstone, in truth, is unlikely to see again. 

Radio l’s Big Weekend had promised much. 
Billed as the largest free, ticketed event in 
Europe, it had the weight of the BBC promoting 
it mercilessly for the past three months and its 
popularity underlined by close to 600,000 
applying for a pair of just 34,000 tickets 
available over last Saturday and Sunday. 

Oh, and then there was the small matter of 
arguably the most famous woman on the planet 
linking the words Maidstone and Madonna 
together in a glorious nod to both alliteration 
and the power of a great big audience. 

However, despite the self-styled Queen of 
Pop, Usher (yes, he did say 'hello Manchester’ 
rather than Maidstone), The Kooks, The 
Fratellis, The Raconteurs, Fatboy Slim and a 
host of other big names rocking out, it was the 
atmosphere which made what could have 
been a rather corporate event into a genuine 
festival of fun. 

After all, all the main ingredients were 
there. The sun shone endlessly. The drink 
flowed. The familiar scent of a recently 
reclassified smoking ingredient hung in the 
air every few steps and the obligatory tub of 
half-eaten, over-priced and over-cooked 
noodles littered the ground. 

And, to be fair, you can’t ask for more than 


that. Throw in the amusement factor of people 
who were a little cool for sun cream and 
assumed lobster colourings, and all was good. 

Despite the four stages, the event was 
relatively compact as far as festivals go, which 
meant skipping between artists was not tricky 
even for those whose legs were struggling 
under the influence of one pint of Carling too 
many or a nasty case of heat stroke. 

Hype 

In preparation for the more traditional 
miserable May weather, the main venues were 
kept within circus-like, high-ceilinged tents. In 
soaring temperatures there was a sinking 
feeling entering one could be like experiencing 
time in the world’s biggest sauna. Yet they 
actually offered up that precious commodity of 
shade and remained relatively cool. 

There was no such respite on the outdoor 
stage - but a well-positioned medicine stall 
next to the stage was at least well stocked with 
sun cream. 

In fact, the whole event was trouble-free. 
Even driving there on Saturday morning 
underlined that if you circulate enough scare 


stories of gridlock in the weeks leading up to it, 
then you get a local population staying at home. 

All of which took the stress out of an event 
which, had you believed the hype before hand, 
was set to grind the centre of the county to a 
hot halt. 

Without overnight camping, a little under an 
hour after Madonna had skipped off back to 
her helicopter the place was nearly deserted. 

As for the music... well, from indie to dance 
to pop to rock and a lot more besides, there was 
something for everyone. 

Madonna, meanwhile, may have her critics, 
and if the stories are to be believed, had insisted 
on her own backstage area. She was off the 
stage area and in a car before someone sounding 
rather like her was still shouting 'good night’ 
over the speaker system, but for a woman of 49 
she put on a good, high-energy show. True, she 
didn’t indulge some of us younger than 25 
with a song from her 80s heyday, but say what 
you like about playing predominantly new 
stuff, at least she made an almighty effort. 

Which, in truth, is exactly what everyone 
involved in putting on this event did too. And 
for that, all deserve a standing ovation.

Sailing away for charity

A BBC TV reporter is hitting the 
high seas in a voyage around the 
UK in memory of a teenage girl 
he interviewed who died of 
leukaemia. 

BBC South East’s Rob Smith has been 
preparing for his trip for the last three 
months and will be setting sail in a 32ft 
yacht from Gillingham next month. 

The expedition was inspired by the death 
of a young woman called Jessie Whitmore 
whom Mr Smith interviewed in 2005. 

He said that when he first interviewed 17- 
year-old Jessie in 2005 it was a good news 
story. 

She had been waiting for a bone marrow 
transplant and a matching donor appeared 
to have been found through a newspaper. 

He told KOS Media: “I left with nothing on 
my mind other than that she would have a 
positive outcome. 

“Six months later we did an obituary piece. 
As a reporter you usually have a professional 
detachment but this knocked me sideways. 

“I’ve got children of my own and I can’t 
imagine what it would be like to bring them 
up to the point of them being nearly adults 
and then have them taken away. 

“I had no particular connection to Jessie 
other than that I’d interviewed her, but 
something about the whole scenario really 
got to me.” 

He is hoping to raise around £20,000 for 
the charity Leukaemia Research and has 
already had £4,000 pledged. 

Jessie’s mother Lorraine is supporting Mr

Smith’s voyage and took a trip on the yacht, 
named Wild Rover, last week. 

She said that if her daughter were still 
here she would ask to go on the voyage 
herself. 

She said: “Jessie was a very out-going girl 
and once she’d set her mind to something she 
just had to achieve it before moving onto the 
next thing. 

“She loved a challenge and sailing round 
Britain would have been right up her street. 
The fact that he’s doing something he loves 
and is helping other people in the process - 
and doing it all in Jessie’s name - is 
fantastic.”

Marina on June 12 and is hoping to complete 
the journey in three weeks.

Don’t judge them 

‘SAVIOUR siblings’ are a prime example 
of the difficulty for the law in keeping up 
with the rapid advances of science. 

It is impossible not to sympathise with 
families like the Zammits, who have a child 
suffering from a life-threatening illness. 

Quite understandably they would do 
anything they could to save their son’s life. 

But at the same time people are genuine¬ 
ly frightened by the idea of creating one life 
with the intention to save another. 

It is a complicated and confusing issue. 
Some people are afraid of what scientists 
can do and many also have deeply-held 
religious convictions to contend with. 

Yes it is scary how quickly science is 
advancing, but it is important to remember 
that in this country, testing IVF embryos to 
try to find a tissue match for the family’s 
sick child is tightly regulated. 

The bill also outlaws tissue matching for 
whole organ donation. However, it does 
recognise in the future other tissues, such as 
cells from the umbilical cord, may be impor¬ 
tant for treating life-threatening conditions 
and it allows for bone marrow donation. 

Ninety-nine per cent of parents, thankful¬ 
ly, could not easily understand what fami¬ 
lies like the Zammits have been through, 
which is why, whatever our beliefs, it is 
important not to judge them. 

But a parent’s desperation to save the life 
of their child cannot be underestimated. It is 
not hard to imagine that if‘saviour siblings’ 
are outlawed in this country parents will be 
forced to seek treatment abroad, possibly in 
places where health standards are less 
stringent than our own. 

Legislators face some tough decisions. 
Science should be allowed to be used to 
ease suffering and pain, but only in a cli¬ 
mate of strict regulation and open debate 
about ethics.

First was 
the massive cyclone and 
mounting deaths in 
Burma and now the 
earthquake in China. 

It’s worth putting these in con¬ 
text against the cataclysmic 
tsunami in the same region of 
South-East Asia in 2004 with 
250,000 deaths. 

The numbers of casualties defy 
understanding. Almost double the 
Hiroshima bomb toll died in the 
tsunami and in Burma possibly 
60,000 dead, comparable to the 
total US troop deaths in Vietnam. 

And all in days rather than 
decades. 

But disasters happen. 
Earthquakes rage across Asia and 
the Middle East, as do tidal waves. 

We have a situation where - as 
with the tsunami - we all know 
the problem but in Burma the 
military junta is actively prevent¬ 
ing aid to preserve its own power 
base. A few months ago it even 
withdrew the capital from 
Rangoon to a jungle redoubt in 
Central Burma as its control fal¬ 
tered with civil and ethnic war 
and food shortages. 

Former US ambassador Mark 
Palmer, of Freedom House (a 
United States-based internation¬ 
al non-governmental organisa¬ 
tion), has detailed in Breaking the 
Axis of Evil how the last few anti¬ 
democratic nations like Burma 


are anachronisms today. 

Food security problems in the 
Philippines and India pale into 
insignificance against the near 
famine in Burma and North 
Korea. 

In October we also saw the 
monks of Burma rebel and this 
year is the 20th anniversary of 
the regimes of the Cold War 
crushing the pro-democracy 
movements in Tiananmen Square 
and in Rangoon, and the impris¬ 
onment of Aung San Suu Kyi - a 
British citizen by marriage. 

Last week she was awarded 
America’s highest civilian 
Congressional medal to sit along¬ 
side her Nobel Peace Prize. 

It’s also the 60th anniversary of 
Burmese independence by Aung 
San’s father and 55 years since 
the truce in Korea allowed British 
troops home - and crucially it’s 
the year of the Beijing Olympics. 

Should we boycott the Games? 
My view is no. The Chinese 
regime is deeply unpleasant with 
thousands of executions and 
restrictions on human rights but 
it’s certainly not communist any 
more. It is keen to change - join¬ 


ing the World Trade Organisation 
and including protections for 
human rights in its constitution 
demonstrate its intent to become 
a more open nation. 

Where Beijing is failing, though, 
is in continuing to support 
regimes like Burma and North 
Korea. Without Chinese support 
these regimes would collapse 
within weeks, ripped apart by 
their failed policies and public 
discontent. 

We’re so far away from Asia and 
I’m not sure that providing aid 
will help Burma with the gener¬ 
als in control. 

We shouldn’t invest in Burma 
like Total Oil. We should focus our 
attention on China and encourage 
a British, EU and American boy¬ 
cott of goods and encourage 
British athletes to turn their 
backs on the podium at the open¬ 
ing ceremony in support of 
Burma. 

In Kent our politicians are 
breaking bread to trade with the 
Chinese government for the 
Chinese Gateway (Manston 
Business Park) while Asia 
drowns. Kent County Council 


should be leading the way in ethi¬ 
cal business and governance 
rather than the deals we’ve seen 
to date. 

Surely Paul Carter, the leader of 
KCC, will at least make a formal 
protest on behalf of Kent’s 
citizens? 

Why not take an envelope and 
write China Embassy, London, on 
the front and Free Burma - Feed 
Burma on the back and include a 
few grains of rice from your 
kitchen cupboards. 

The last thing the Chinese 
ambassador wants is Kent citi¬ 
zens highlighting his regime’s 
failure to feed Burma and North 
Korea in Olympics year. 

The problems in Burma are 
ultimately man-made in China. 
Burma and North Korea are past 
their sell-by date in a global dem¬ 
ocratic economy. It is time for 
change.

Leave oil in the ground 

I was concerned by your article on page 7 of 
May 4’s paper headed, Why we must stockpile 
oil’. I agree with Derek Wyatt’s suggestions 
Britain should stockpile oil in the uncertain 
times we now live in. 

Part of the problem is that North Sea oil was 
used profligately. Many years ago, The 
Guardian suggested Britain should use only 
part of its oil and save some but governments, 
both Labour and Conservative, maximised 
production and the UK actually exported oil 
for many years, oil that could have been kept 
in the ground for future emergencies. 

Mr Wyatt also suggested oil could reach $500 
a barrel in five years, which is quite likely as it 
is already around $114 dollars. The planet’s 
population is rising and India and China, etc, 
are using more oil. There is also a danger that 
oil supplies could be cut dramatically. Many oil 
producers do not need the money they’re get¬ 
ting from their oil sales so they might decide 
that oil left in the ground is a better invest¬ 
ment than oil pumped out and sold. It’s a 
straight accounting calculation. If oil in the 
ground appreciates five fold in five years, this 
would be a better investment than selling oil 
and investing the proceeds in stocks and 
shares in the current economic climate.

Dispute towers over us 

I have recently met with the developers, 
Edinburgh House Estates to discuss their 
development in Gravesend. 

On consideration, I feel concerned that the 


tower within this development may indeed be 
out of place. I am pleased to learn that of 200 
responses to their consultation campaign, 
which included 17,000 leaflets, only 46 of these 
responses were to complain. If all responses 
were indeed in support of the regeneration of 
Gravesend it follows that the complaints - 
which were directed only at the tower develop¬ 
ment - would back up the concerns expressed 
at me on my visit. 

I have to accept that the majority of busi¬ 


nesses consulted are strongly in favour of the 
Edinburgh House development. Similarly, it 
would be churlish of me to deny that the group 
has consulted all relevant bodies, including 
GOSE, CABE and English Heritage, all of 
whom have supported it. 

So where do I stand in terms of he develop¬ 
ment? Firstly, I am reassured that Edinburgh 
House Estates has taken into account local 
opinion. Second, I accept it’s difficult to please 
everyone when regenerating an area. Thirdly, 
I acknowledge efforts have been made to try to 
achieve this. Finally, I continue to assert that 
we do need to consider the impact of the tower 
- which, of the entire regeneration, remains 
the most controversial element of the project. 

It is hoped a resolution might be found 
which balances the natural and reasonable 
aspiration for profits against the local con¬ 
cerns about the impact to the character of the 
area of the tower. 

I’m all in favour of landmark developments 
such as the Gateshead Angel, Wembley 
Stadium and the Gherkin. What matters is 
that the developments will, over time, be 
accepted as natural and positive for the area. 
This appears to be the main point of dispute in 
the case of the tower. 

I hope this perspective is helpful and I’m cer¬ 
tainly willing to continue the dialogue and 
help to seek a resolution.

One only needs to look to Italy which, in 
2006 had a national debt of 107.8 per cent of 
GDP, to see that one interest rate for countries 
with vastly different different monetary 
requirements is a recipe for disaster. 

There is a far bigger and bolder trading 
opportunity for the UK that does not involve 
surrendering control of our economy. 

Nearly a third of the earth’s population now 
live in a Commonwealth country, many of 
whom have growth rates far greater than our 
EU neighbours. A Commonwealth free trade 
area would leave us in a powerful position as 
well as enabling us to help the world’s poorest 
out of poverty through the best mechanism: 
trade. 

The only inevitability is that globalisation 
will continue and the EU will decline. 

We would be better off ensuring we have a 
flexible market economy and are able to 
arrange our own global trade deals. 

Neither of these essential elements are pos¬ 
sible whilst we remain members of the 


European Union.

HONDA has shied away before 
from attacking German executive 
marques head-on with the Accord, 
but has thrown down the gauntlet 
this time. 

The company is so confident the all-new car 
- arriving on June 1, but available to order 
now - can compete with executive car icons 
like the Audi A4 and BMW 3-Series that new 
Accord prices are at least 10 per cent higher 
than before. 

Honda, which aspires to be seen as Japan’s 
equivalent of BMW, is also happy to argue the 
case for a range now starting at £19,260. 

It says the new car, joined by a smart Tourer 
(estate) version on September 1, offers greater 
refinement, more equipment and a superior fit 
and finish. 

Market watchers at the CAP and Glass’s val¬ 
uation guides are also quoted as predicting a 


4.4 per cent rise in residual values across all 
models - in short, you will pay more for your 
new Accord, but you will get more back. 

To be fair to Honda, the past two Accord gen¬ 
erations have been a cut above the mainstream 
market even if they fell short of the German 
benchmark, though the latter gap narrowed 
considerably when the previous car gained the 
so-called ‘whispering diesel’ in mid-life. 

Now carried over to the latest car, this 2.2 
unit is the cutting edge of Honda’s campaign; 
allied with a less restless chassis and sharper 


styling, this new Accord could make inroads 
into the executive ‘user chooser’ market if leas¬ 
ing companies can offer competitive quotes on 
the basis that they should get more money 
back at the end of a typical three-year lease. 

Honda knows it has to win over lease compa¬ 
nies and their customers, described as “con¬ 
quest, corporate customers and head office 
senior managers”. 

It hopes the new car also has younger appeal 
than before too, following the successful trend 
of the futuristic Civic hatchback and CR-V 
SUV. 

Honda’s ambition is reflected in sales fore¬ 
casts: the company expects to sell 10,000 
Accords in 2008 even though the car will be in 
the market for just half the year - UK sales for 
the Accord range throughout 2007 were 8,033. 

The big seller is expected to be the mid¬ 
range diesel ES GT - £20,110 (petrol) and 
£21,910 (diesel) - with sports suspension, half- 
leather upholstery, an ‘aero’ bodykit and 17- 
inch alloys as standard, designed to offer great 
value for money against equivalents in the 
Audi A4, BMW 3-Series and Lexus IS line-ups.

Big Volvos win 
ground in battle 
of the tax bands 


CHANGES to UK road 
taxes have persuaded Volvo 
to tweak the powertrain on 
its best-selling D5 turbo¬ 
diesel version of the popular 
seven-seat XC90 SUV, as 
part of an overall revamp to 
the line-up. 

Other innovations include 
a sporty R-Design styling 
package - as introduced on 
other key models - plus new 
exterior colours, alloys and 
other options. 

But it is the lower emis¬ 
sion diesel that catches the 
eye; the manual version of 


the D5 model already had a 
C02 figure of 219g/km but 
the bigger-selling auto now 
emits 224g/km, falling 
below the Band G threshold 
for Vehicle Excise Duty 
and saving new Volvo XC90 
owners £570 over three 
years. 

This model will also save 
the £25-a-day London con¬ 
gestion charge after October 
for owners who need to ven¬ 
ture into the capital. 

Prices for the XC90 are 
unaffected by the revisions 
and start at £32,845. 


Modest ‘Chevy levy’ carries 
on skittling rival value brands 



CHEVROLET UK has yet to bowl any¬ 
one over with driving entertainment, but 
value for money is skittling some rivals 
in the market’s bargain basement. 

Proof of the pudding is the General 
Motors brand’s new Epica saloon, con¬ 
testing the family car or Ford Mondeo 
sector of the market. 

Already aggressively priced from 
£13,595, buyers are being offered custom 
kits to personalise the newcomer: colour- 
coded front and rear skirts and side sills 
cost £465, while a £191 lowering kit gives 
the car a more purposeful stance. 


But the special packs are not all for 
show: a fixed or detachable tow bar plus 
towing mirrors is available, while custom 
roof bars provide a secure base for a 
range of lockable cycle carriers and 
roof boxes. 

The smaller Lacetti also gets the cus¬ 
tom treatment with a new Sport version 
of the five-door hatch body style. 

At just £12,495 and slightly larger than 
a Ford Focus, it comes with full leather 
trim, body styling kit, 15-inch alloys, low¬ 
ered suspension, integrated front fog 
lamps and decent performance to match, 


via a 119bhp 1.8-litre petrol engine. 

The leather seating is complemented 
by a leather-covered steering wheel and 
gear knob, plus air con, cooled glove box, 
four electric windows, power mirrors and 
a six-speaker Blaupunkt CD/radio with 
steering wheel-mounted controls. 

Owners can also benefit from 
Chevrolet’s £199 servicing package, 
covering all maintenance costs for the 
first three years or 30,000-miles. 

• Chevrolet sales in the UK grew by 
27.6 per cent in 2007 and are currently up

Survey green light for 
the eco-friendly Prius 


TOYOTA group cars have run away 
with the top prizes from the influen¬ 
tial What Car? Magazine/JD Power 
customer satisfaction survey. 

Lexus - Toyota’s luxury arm - took the 
makers’ top slot for the eighth successive year, 
while the Toyota Prius was the number one 
car for owners’ satisfaction and reliability - 
the brand itself was also highly rated overall 
at number four. 

Other top brands were: 2 - Skoda, 3 - 
Honda, 5 - Jaguar, while the other top five 
cars were: 2 - Honda Jazz, 3 - Lexus IS, 4 - 
shared by Toyota Yaris and Skoda Octavia. 

The significance of the Prius win is that 
despite early consumer suspicions about the 
car’s hybrid technology - partnering a petrol 
engine with electric motors and batteries - the 
car has leapt up the survey charts in recent 
years and is selling strongly. 

“The Prius already has iconic status because 


of its green credentials; now it’s demonstrating 
that it’s also the watchword for reliability and 
satisfaction,” said What Car? editor Steve 
Fowler. 

“It delivers on many of the points that mat¬ 
ter most to car buyers today: it’s environmen- 
tally-friendly and reasonably frugal, yet it’s 
also reliable and a great car to own,” he said. 

As you can see from our Motors TV video 
report at www.carsforkent.co.uk, it is fairly 
underwhelming to drive, but nobody can 
argue with proof that Prius mechanicals and 
batteries are robust. 

However, it was Lexus that took overall 
honours, performing particularly well in three 
of four key measures: quality/reliability, serv¬ 


ice satisfaction and vehicle appeal, but JD 
Power researchers also highlighted the excel¬ 
lent performance by two ‘non-premium’ 
brands, Skoda and Honda. 

Kent’s Motorline group director Thomas Obee 
was naturally delighted by news that several of 
the group’s brands had been highly rated. 

He said: “The run of success for Lexus and 
Skoda is fantastic and we are pleased by the 
enthusiastic recognition for the Prius. 

“Being number one for customer satisfaction 
and reliability underlines how that car has 
overcome apprehensions about the new hybrid 
technology. 

“People trust it and this is reflected by 
rising sales of the Prius and its equivalents in 


the Lexus line-up. Motorline volumes for Prius 
have been 25 per cent up year on year for the 
past three years; it is not only a key element in 
meeting our sales targets but, significantly, we 
also now sell one Prius to every two Avensis, 
which is our main fleet model. 

“We are also working hard to meet increas¬ 
ing demand for used Prius - again, an indi¬ 
cation that people believe in the new 
technology.”

BentleyContinental 


I WAS happily cruising at just 
60mph on the M25 the other day. 

You could say: ‘You were lucky, mate - it’s 
usually bumper to bumper at 10.” 

But I had found a window on a day when the 
road ‘built to keep traffic moving around 
London’ was actually doing its job. 

And yet I was not taking advantage of it. 

Why? I was wafting along in a Bentley. 

At a ‘paltry’ £117,500, the Continental 
Flying Spur is the cooking version in a presti¬ 
gious range - some cooking version - but you 
soon understand why a lucky few splash out 
vast sums of money on one car, when they 
could run a fleet for the same outlay. 

Leaving aside the status of running such a 
beast, there is tangible pleasure in just being 
in one; 60mph seems about right when you are 
so cocooned from outside that you feel as 
though you are witnessing events on TV: 

A motorcyclist casually flicking a ‘v’ as he 
‘undertakes’ a dozing Mondeo driver camped 
in the outside lane. 

White van man weaving across lanes as he 
and his mate joke about the best in The Sun 
that day, before stuffing the paper into the 
detritus between screen and dashboard.

Foreign trucks pulling out to overtake - sig¬ 
nalling too late to prevent the near misses 
behind. 

You watch all of this with a kind of Olympian 
detachment, perhaps also slightly high on 
fumes of quality from leather chairs as com¬ 
fortable as they look. 

Even when you arrive at your destination, 
the laidback feeling continues; you look 
around at the beautifully made dashboard 
which, despite a mass of ‘toys’ does not feel 
cluttered. 

Precision that has gone into making each 
part is exemplified by a detailed gearshift - I 
shudder to think how much this sculpted 
hunk of metal and leather cost alone. 

But do not dismiss this is an old buffer’s car. 
The Bentley marque, founded in 1919 by engi¬ 


neering genius Wilfred Owen Bentley, was 
about speed and power highlighted by famous 
wins at Le Mans and goliaths like the super¬ 
charged ‘Blower Bentley 5 . 

But the company flirted with financial ruin 
until take over by Rolls-Royce in 1931. 

Bentleys later became a ‘badge-engineered’ 
alternative to RRs, until the arrival of the 
Mulsanne range in the 1980s - the model 
name evoking the brand’s Le Mans heritage. 

The boot was soon on the other foot, with 
Bentleys outstripping demand for ‘Rollers’ and 
leading to divorce in 2002 after a takeover by 
the VW group - Rolls-Royces are now made by 
BMW.

KENT’S young people were 
in the business spotlight 
this week as two initiatives 
were unveiled - one to help 
them launch their own 
firms and another to help 
plug the science skills gap. 

Youngsters who want to become 
their own boss can now access a 
range of services being offered by 
the Kent Foundation, an independ¬ 
ent charity supported by Kent 
County Council. 

They include a series of workshops 
to give them business skills, a mini¬ 
mum income for a certain period for 
those ready to start trading, and a 
share in larger promotional events 
or activities to cut advertising costs. 

At the Maidstone launch on 
Tuesday, KCC chairman Leyland 
Ridings presented a 10 years in 
business award to Sean Broad of 
Maidstone-based Broad Signs. 

Meanwhile, the Kent Science 
Resource Centre has been set up to 


improve technical skills and train¬ 
ing opportunities for students who 
want to enter - or re-enter - bio¬ 
science, research and technology, by 
providing vocational and degree- 
level training in the region. 

This is a first for the South East 
England Development Agency 
region, and Seeda is providing extra 
funding to the £1.6 million invest¬ 


ment by government department 
Communities and Local 
Government, and so is Kent Science 
Park. Stefan Molitor, site director at 
Abbott in Dartford, said: “The man¬ 
ufacturing processes in the pharma¬ 
ceutical industry are very technical 
and complex. It needs a whole range 
of good scientists to support these 
processes. As an industry we also 


need good technicians in far, far 
greater numbers and this is why 
KSRC is so important.” 

Based at Kent Science Park, the 
centre is managed by the 
International Institute of 
Biotechnology and Sittingbourne 
Enterprise Hub, with Mid-Kent 
College as academic partner. 

It is opening its doors with a prac¬ 


tical-based and industry-led modem 
foundation degree in Life Science 
Laboratory Technology and Bio- 
Manufacturing, offered by Mid-Kent 
College and Canterbury Christ 
Church University, and validated by 
the University of Kent with further 
support from the University of 
Greenwich at Medway. 

Its facilities are also available for 
hire by schools or the bio-pharm sec¬ 
tor, and new short courses are being 
planned to encourage pupils to 
study sciences at school with a view 
to a career in an industry cmcial to 
the UK economy. 

Tim Bentley, chairman of the 
Sittingbourne Enterprise Hub, said: 
“The pharmaceutical industry has 
long complained about the lack of 
degree-trained students. We need to 
attract companies here and local 
technical skills are vital. 

“We and the biotechnology insti¬ 
tute recognised this problem more 
than two years ago, and along with 
Seeda and other partners, we did 
something about it.”

Hotelier

LOOKING to the future from one of the

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Patience pays off 
to Mutual benefit 
after four years 


A MAJOR victory over a 
change in the law has been 
won by Tunbridge Wells- 
based Reliance Mutual 
Insurance Society - and it 
allows the company to begin 
completing a four-year-old 
multi-million pound deal. 

A small part of the 2004 deal was 
held up because of the way the law at 
that time covered tax-exempt busi¬ 
ness transferred from a friendly soci¬ 
ety to an insurance company 

At that time, Reliance Mutual 
bought from Brighton-based Family 
Investments 23,500 policies repre¬ 
senting £260 million of funds under 
management, leaving behind 1,600 
policies covering assets worth 
£13.5m, all because legislation did

not allow any tax-exempt friendly 
society business to retain its tax 
exemption when transferred to an 
insurance company. 

So the insurance giant started lob¬ 
bying and its persistence paid off. As 
a result, that restrictive legislation 
was amended in the Finance Act 
2007 enabling the polices left behind 
to now be transferred. It is scheduled 
for completion on July 31, subject to 
the agreement of Family 
Investments’ members and Financial 
Services Authority approval. 

John Reeve, chief executive of 
Family Investments, said: “I am 
pleased that we have successfully 
argued for the law to be clarified. In 
doing so we have been able to protect 


the interests of the transferring poli¬ 
cyholders and, subject to their agree¬ 
ment at our annual meeting this 
month, we will finally be able to com¬ 
plete the deal.” 

Commenting on the latest transfer, 
part of the Reliance Mutual’s seventh 
acquisition in five years, Mark 
Goodale, chief executive, said: “Over 
the last five years we have estab¬ 
lished a sound reputation in the 
acquisition of small and medium¬ 
sized blocks of business. 

“Any organisation which finds itself 
with a particular block of business 
that no longer fits its core activities, 
or wishing to raise additional capital, 
should talk to us. 

“With the recent legal tax changes 
in tax-exempt business this may be 
particularly relevant for any friendly 
society facing pressures on its finan¬ 
cial resources.”

Apprenticeship has been a traditional 
form of training for thousands of years.

Apprentices frequently lived in their 
apprentice master’s household and it 
was fairly common for them to marry a 
member of his family. On the whole the 
system worked very well although cases 
of abuse involving apprentices stealing 
from their masters - or masters making 
use of apprentices as free labour to 
undertake menial tasks - sometimes 
arose. 

What goes around comes around. 
Although in recent years 
apprenticeships have been in decline in 
the UK, now an important revival is 
underway.

Julian joins 
George in 
a field of 
their own 


A CLIENT farmer of Tunbridge 
Wells-based solicitors Cripps 
Harries Hall - “George” - asked 
the firm to review auction partic¬ 
ulars of the adjoining arable farm. 

His neighbour had decided to retire and 
had been advised to sell before April 5. 

Although similar local land had sold last 
year for £4,500 per acre, George decided he 
could go as far as £7,000 per acre. But at the 
auction it went to “Julian” in the City for a 
record £10,000 per acre. 

After the auction, Julian asked George if he 
would contract-farm the land for him, and 
George agreed. 

Julian would provide working capital and 
carry the risk of crop failures. Cripps pre¬ 
pared the contract farming agreement. 


Julian explained that his intention was to 
retain the farm for his children. After two 
years the property would qualify for 100 per 
cent inheritance tax relief. 

He had no immediate plans for the farm¬ 
house but intended spending some money on 
improving it and making it more substantial. 

Also, he planned to develop the modest 
shoot on the farm and have his friends down 
for a few days each season. 

Julian said he had paid rather a high price 
for the farm but he had subsidised it by using 
capital gains tax savings from the sale of part 
of his business in the City. In the next month¬ 
ly article in this series, we look at what weak¬ 
nesses there are in Julian’s plan and how he 
can best structure the arrangements to 
ensure that his plan is most effective.

Kent’s favourite 
thirst-quencher 
is still bubbling 


MENTION Bing in Kent and you're guaranteed a smile - everyone knows it. The soft drink is widely consumed 
in the county but little known outside. Everyone knows who makes Bing - Silver Spring. But, and here's the 
problem executive director Geoffrey Ludlow is now tackling, not everyone knows Silver Spring is the largest 
family-owned independent soft drinks maker in the country. Mr Ludlow is now launching a new drive to put the 
Folkestone-based company firmly on the business radar. It was founded in 1870 to meet rising demand for car- 
bonated waters and its nearby spring was used by the Romans. Bing is 
unigue, but the company also produces drinks which are known every¬ 
where. Although many are generic - cola and mineral water - many of its 
brands, such as the Perfectly Clear range, are recognised nationwide. As 
part of its higher profile the company - which employs 260 people over 14 
acres of production and distribution - it is supporting the Subaru World 
Rally Team in the 2008 championship. Mr Ludlow spoke to KOS Media's 
Business Editor Tony Patey. 


Q Tell us about Bing, and give us an 
idea of your distribution network? 

A Bing, traditional and very local to this 
area, was based in Canterbury, with its 
own production facilities at Broad Oak. We 
took it over in 1973. 

We deliver to wholesalers as well as direct, 
to places such as pubs, clubs and comer- 
shops. However, we have about 50 to 100 
tmcks a day coming here, sometimes more 
than 100 at the height of the summer. 

Q The company still has a local feel to 
it, but I believe it has been an indus¬ 
try pioneer in the past? 

A in the early 1980s we were one of the first 
to move to plastic PET bottle production, 
and right from the start we made our own 
pre-forms and bottles and caps, which is still 
unusual today. Pre-forms are the injection- 
moulded first stages of bottle production and 
the whole process starts with small poly¬ 
thene granules. 

Q What is your position in the market at 
the moment? 

A There are other companies out there 
making their own drinks, such as Coca- 
Cola and Pepsi, and others producing own- 
labels for the supermarkets. We are a little 
bit different in that we produce our own 
range and also for the supermarkets. 

We want to follow a business model where 
we develop both areas of the business. The 
industry has gone through a real shake-up 
and rationalisation over the last few years 
which has been caused by intense pressure 
from the supermarkets to reduce prices, so 
we have gone from 11 or nine players down 


to three, and our two competitors are both 
multinationals - Mitsubishi and the North 
American Cott Corporation. They both have 
several sites in this country - not in Kent. We 
feel our future and location fits in very well 
with the current thinking with regard to 
reducing food miles and carbon emissions. 

Q With that in mind, what is the new 
initiative to give Silver Spring a 
higher profile? 

A We are bringing in some different ideas 
about the way we present ourselves and 
market ourselves, and we’re trying to posi¬ 
tion ourselves better in the market. 

There’s a move to look at our own brands 
and we’re in the process of revamping them. 
I think it would be fair to say that we had 
concentrated on the own-label production for 
supermarkets and we maybe didn’t respect 
our own brands as we should have done. 

That is now is being redressed. We are 
investing in six new trucks, taking on six 
new people and restructuring how we deliv¬ 
er. It used to be very much a ‘shop on wheels’ 
in the local round but now it is going to a 
much slicker operation, and we’re rolling it 
out further. 

We’re aiming to have a distribution net¬ 
work to shops, pubs and clubs right through¬ 
out Kent, Sussex and into London. There are 
plans for a visitor centre here. 


Are you rebranding? 


Q 

A Not rebranding but freshening up the 
brand. We want to emphasise that we are 
a British company and we have been a mar¬ 
ket leader for a long time. Over the last few 
years we’ve suffered a lot of competition from 
the French.

Three tips to keep your credit under control 


MANY people use credit cards, 
even when they’re starting up in 
business. 

That’s not strictly a good idea, but 
when money is tight because of a 
gap in cash flow during a month it’s 
tempting to go for the easy option. 

If you don’t pay off the balance in 
full every month or you don’t cough 
up big amounts, you’ll face interest 
being slapped on every month. 

To tackle the problem some good 
ideas have been floated by Sarah 
Modlock on the Yahoo! Finance 
website. 

Here’s a summary of three excel¬ 
lent tips which people will find 
extremely useful: 


• Your credit card bill may include 
several different types of debt - for 
purchases, for cash withdrawals 
and for any balance you have trans¬ 
ferred from another card. 

With most card issuers you’re not 
paying one rate of interest. And the 
card company will not use your 
repayments to reduce the most 
expensive type of debt on your card. 

For example, if you have trans¬ 
ferred a £2,000 balance onto your 
card at 0 per cent and then with¬ 
drew £100 at 28 per cent and spent 
a further £1,000 on purchases at 
15.9 per cent your monthly repay¬ 
ment will usually be used to pay off 
the transferred balance first, leav¬ 


ing the interest to build up on the 
cash withdrawal and purchase bal¬ 
ances. Avoid the trap by using two 
different cards for balance trans¬ 
fers and purchases. 

Avoid using your credit card to 
make cash withdrawals unless it is 
a dire emergency. Not only are you 
likely to be charged a very high rate 
of interest, but you will incur other 
charges such as a handling fee. You 
also start accruing interest 
immediately. 

• Although card issuers have now 
been forced to cap late payment 
fees at £12, these can easily 
be avoided by setting up a regular 
payment, but there is a down 


side to direct debit. 

Most lenders present you with a 
direct debit form which is pre-filled 
for the dreaded minimum payment 
or agrees to pay the entire balance 
in full, which you may not be able 
to afford. 

Avoid the trap by entering in the 
fixed amount you can afford every 
month. If the minimum payment is 
not met by direct debit every month 
and then make additional pay¬ 
ments by cheque, cash or bank. 

• Many people repay only the 
monthly minimum payment, but 
they’ll be paying off the debt for 
ages and it’s expensive. 

Just paying a few pounds more a 


month can dramatically cut the 
overall time it will take to clear 
your debt and save money. 

Currently, seven out of 10 credit 
card providers have their mini¬ 
mum repayment requirements set 
at less than three per cent, and 
more than a third are set at just 
two per cent. 

For example, on an average bal¬ 
ance of £2,950.82 a consumer 
would pay £2,200 less in interest if 
they repaid three per cent rather 
than two per cent each month, and 
they would repay the full debt 
almost 15 years earlier. 

Avoid the trap by paying by pay¬ 
ing at least three per cent.

WITH the arrival of the credit crunch and 
the tightening of available credit to busi¬ 
nesses, now more than ever cashflow is 
essential to ensure long-term growth and 
short-term survival. 

According to a Federation of Small Businesses study, 
one-in-four firms fail due to interruptions in cash flow. So 
why aren’t more companies taking advantage of the Late 
Payment of Commercial Debts (Interest) Act - introduced 
in 1998 and fully operational since August 2002? 

Unlike other statutory provisions (the County Court 
Act and the Supreme Court Act), the LPCD Act allows 
you to claim interest on amounts that are outstanding for 
more than 30 days without resorting to legal proceedings. 
Interest is payable at eight per cent per annum above the 
Bank of England base rate. The Act gives two computa-

tion dates per year - June 30 and December 31 - so what¬ 
ever the Bank of England base rate is on those dates fixes 
the interest rate for the next six months. 

Currently, interest stands at 13.5 per cent (5.5 per cent 
plus eight per cent) which means that businesses can 
claim 13.5 per cent on all invoices that are more than 30 
days outstanding. And as well as the interest, the Act 
specifies compensation which is payable on a set scale 
depending on the level of debt. 

On sums up to £1,000 compensation is £40; from £1,000 
-£10,000 it’s £70; and on all outstanding bills over 
£10,000 it’s £100. Although the Act is only valid for busi- 
ness-to-business contracts, it can be used to promote 
quick paying and gives your company the best possible 
chance of survival.

The order states that neither Roy 
Webb nor Anna Faratro, the two ex- 
Tudor employees, can work in the 
oil and gas recruitment industry for 
the next 12 months. Any breach of 
this order will be taken as con¬ 
tempt of court. 

Judge Waksman QC said that 
should any other person who 
knows of the notice and deals with 
their company, Alpha Oil & Gas 
Jobs Ltd, and Mr Webb or Mrs 
Faratro, helping or permitting 
them to breach the terms of the

order, they too could be held in con¬ 
tempt of court and face jail. 

The legal battle began just weeks 
after Mr Webb left Tudor last Febru¬ 
ary and was faced with a team of 
forensic computer experts sent by his 
former employers, accompanied by 
an independent solicitor. They had a 
High Court order allowing forensic 
images to be taken of computers and 
other electronic equipment. 

Mr Webb had apparently earned a 
six-figure sum working as a senior 
recruitment consultant in the spe¬ 
cialist oil and gas recruitment indus¬ 
try for Tudor, owned by Glasgow- 
based First People Solutions Limited. 

He had worked for Tudor for more 
than 14 years, and he had apparent¬ 


ly stated an intention to work in 
property. FPSG became suspicious 
when it found vast quantities of 
information had been deleted from 
his computer. Key clients of Tudor 
had also apparently been contacted 
by him to say that he had set up 
elsewhere in competition with his 
former employers. Mrs Faratro had 
joined him. 

Surveillance experts posed as start¬ 
up sandwich sellers and made an 
appointment to go and talk to Mr 
Webb and Mrs Faratro to offer their 
services at Alpha’s offices in Sutton. 

A covert recording was made, and 
as a result forensic computer special¬ 
ists examined computers belonging 
to Mr Webb and Mrs Faratro when 


they were still employed by Tudor. 

As a result evidence of unusual and 
unexplained activity on these com¬ 
puters coupled with the surveillance 
evidence, a High Court judge made 
an order for imaging of equipment at 
Alpha’s offices to be made. 

FPSG said the evidence obtained 
showed that Tudor’s client and candi¬ 
date database had been copied and it 
was with this stolen information that 
Mr Webb had set up Alpha. 

FPSG’s managing director John 
Hailstone said: ‘We supported Roy 
and Anna at Tudor, increasing their 
earnings and careers significantly. 

We bought Tudor Personnel on the 
basis of the strength of their clients 
and contacts list and to knowingly 
steal and sabotage this information 
is disgraceful. 

“The severity of this order reflects 
the magnitude of their wrongdoings 
and the intent to directly harm our 
business.”

ONE in three businesses in Kent 
sees the green agenda as an opportu¬ 
nity, according to Barclays Bank, 
which has branches across the coun¬ 
ty and is now putting its money 
where its mouth is.

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Hemingway’s 
earnest love 
of open space

WAYNE Hemingway is 
best known for leading 
fashion label Red or Dead - 
but not many people know 
he’s also a town planner 
and has been working his 
magic in Dartford. 

He took a degree in geography and 
town planning at London’s Universi¬ 
ty College - and since selling his 
fashion brand in a multi-million 
pound sale he’s been working on his 
first love and become a high-profile 
environment designer. 

Recently Mr Hemingway was with 


more than 40 of the pioneer resi¬ 
dents at The Bridge, Dartford, cele¬ 
brating with a big barbecue the 
opening of the first completed com¬ 
munity green space at the site. 

This is one of several ‘pocket parks’ 
to be included in the initial phase of 
development at The Bridge, where 
residents enjoy not only the green 
space, but the use of a brick-built 
barbie. 

Mr Hemingway, who is designing 
the homes with his wife Gerardine, 
in collaboration with architects 
Broadway Malyan, was there to cut 
the ribbon along with Jeremy Kite, 
leader of Dartford Borough Council. 

“Outside space is often overlooked 


in developments and communal 
space is barely thought about,” said 
Mr Hemingway. 

“But at The Bridge, pocket parks 
are an extension of residents’ gar¬ 
dens and, as our first barbecue 
proves, they can bring a site alive. 

“New residents talked and ate 
together while children played 
around them. This new community 
is well under way.” 

Part of the Dutch homezone’ con¬ 
cept that is being applied through¬ 
out the development, pocket parks 
are landscaped spaces that act as 
focal points for a cluster of homes. 

They offer a communal space for 
people to enjoy their surroundings. 


The first phase at The Bridge 
includes three of these parks. 

More than 75 per cent of homes in 
the first phase have already sold, 
with 47 still available, ranging from 
one-bedroom apartments from 
£154,995 and four-bedroom proper¬ 
ties from £274,995. 

The Bridge is a £500 million 
mixed-use regeneration project that 
is being developed as a joint venture 
with Dartford council and ProLogis 
Developments. TaylorWimpey is 
building 1,134 homes, transforming 
the 264-acre brownfield site. 

Along with 1.8 million sq ft of busi¬ 
ness space and 1,500 homes, The 
Bridge will include a range of inno¬ 


vative facilities, such as a learning 
and community campus and the 
award-winning Fastrack public 
transport system, to create a lively 
neighbourhood where people will 
want to live, work and bring up their 
families. 

The homezone concept originated 
in the Netherlands in the 1970s, 
where it is known as Woonerf, or ‘liv¬ 
ing yard’. A homezone is a residen¬ 
tial street or group of streets where 
the living environment has prece¬ 
dence over traffic, opening up the 
streets for social activity.

KENT’S big day out, that’s how it was 
labelled. While the majority of the 
county were consumed with Radio l’s 
music festival in Maidstone, Ebbsfleet 
took centre stage of their own gig at 
Wembley 

It was Ebbsfleet’s chance to make their name 
not just across the country, but in Kent too, and 
they didn’t disappoint. 

Ebbsfleet fans littered the bottom tier of the ‘new’ 
Wembley in a sea of red - a colour that will no 
doubt become synonymous with the stadium over 
the coming years, if Manchester United and Liver¬ 
pool’s ability to feature in a final is to continue. 

Although the upper tiers were 
empty, apart from a handful of 
Fleet fans in one of the top comers, 
the new stadium provided an excel¬ 
lent atmosphere. The buzz just 
before the players were preparing 
to come onto the pitch had the 
hairs on the back of your neck 
standing up, Fleet fan or not. 

For the club’s young players - 
the average age of the squad is 21 - 
it was the pinnacle of the careers, 
but perhaps more importantly, the 
start of an adventure for website- 
owned Ebbsfleet United. 

Like Deal Town and Gillingham 
before them, Ebbsfleet profited from 
a heavy Kent contingent who occu¬ 
pied the lion’s share of the 25,000 
that outweighed Torquay’s fan base.

It would be nice to 
get up to the 2,000 mark because if 
you look at the teams looking to get 
into the Football League, their 
gates help them get there.” 

As for the game itself, it was more 
of an old-fashioned cup tie than a 
cup final. It ebbed and flowed with 
chances at both ends - a fantastic 
advert for the Conference. 


Ebbsfleet looked nervous and 
that, coupled with their inability to 
come to terms with the greasy 
Wembley surface, made for an edgy 
start from the Kent team. 

Then it came, the Fleet’s big 
chance. Luke Moore made a dash 
into the Torquay box where he clev¬ 
erly escaped the clutching hands of 
goalkeeper Martin Rice. However, 


the striker did enough to entice the 
goalkeeper into clipping his legs 
and a penalty was awarded. 

The Torquay fans behind the goal 
did their best to put off former Gull 
star Chris McPhee, and it worked. 
The young midfielder seemed to 
slice across the ball rather than hit 
it with any venom, making it a rel¬ 
atively easy save for the Torquay 


stopper who rectified his earlier 
mistake. 

However, the 25-year-old Fleet 
star soon made amends for his 
error and in perfect style. Eighteen- 
year-old John Akinde justified his 
position in the team when he 
chased down a lost cause as the 
ball seemed to be heading out for a 
goal kick. He jostled with Torquay’s 
Chris Todd on the by-line before 
centring a cross for McPhee to slide 
in at the back post. 

Thunder and lightning made an 
entrance for the second half and it 
seemed to wake the Kent faction of 
Wembley up from their slumber. 

A cacophony of noise engulfed the 
stadium to give the game the atten¬ 
tion it deserved. Forget tense clash¬ 
es where two managers battle 
against each other as if puppeteers, 
orchestrating events as though 
they were at the Globe, it was a 
true final, full of grit and determi¬ 
nation intertwined with a bit of 
skill for good measure. 

Torquay had chances in the second 
half, but there was an inevitability 
that Ebbsfleet would win and the 
way they closed the game out will 
give Daish heart for next season. 

Watching the Kent fans celebrate 
at the final whistle was a picture 
and a fitting end to the season. 

Ebbsfleet’s adventure continues.

CAPTAIN Paul McCarthy 
hailed the FA Trophy win as 
his biggest moment of his 19- 
year career and believes the 
squad can achieve promotion to the Foot¬ 
ball League.

Improvements to 
be made, but we 
are on right track

T HESE are exciting times. 
That’s how I feel at the 
moment as we enter a 
crucial phase of the sea¬ 
son, with this Kent side really 
beginning to show everyone just 
how strong a unit we are. 

I can’t tell you how delighted I was to 
see the team earn themselves two mag¬ 
nificent victories while I was away at the 
Rose Bowl captaining England Lions 
against the New Zealanders. 

Obviously that was an important week 
in my own career, as I try to get myself 
back into Test cricket, but I also had more 
than one eye on how the boys were doing 
against Nottinghamshire at Trent Bridge 
in the county championship and then at 
home to Sussex last Sunday in the 
Friends Provident. 

It was unlucky, really, to draw Notts 
away when they had both Ryan Sidebot- 
tom - clearly the best bowler in England 
over the past year - and Stuart Broad 
available. The Kent team up there also 
had to do without me (they clearly missed 
me!) and cope with two or three of our 
frontline batsmen still struggling a bit for 
early-season form. 

Then, of course, on top of everything, we 
were five for four in our first innings 
against a side who, at Canterbury in our 
first championship game of the season, 
we had given a bit of a start to by not 
playing to our potential. 

So, to win from there and chase down a 
challenging fourth innings target was an 
extraordinary effort. 

Ryan McLaren and Yasir Arafat really 
did the business, with bat and ball, and 
Ryan in particular got his reward for an 
enormous amount of work he had put in 
with our coach Graham Ford following a 
disappointing start to the summer. 

Ryan was very honest with himself 
after those first couple of games and sim¬ 
ply went away with Fordy and was deter¬ 
mined to get things right. How all that 
hard work paid off. 

It was fitting that both Ryan and Yasir 
were batting at the end, having put 
together a great eighth wicket stand to 
clinch the game. Actually, perhaps the 
most difficult thing I’ve had to do so far 
this season is to tell players like McLaren 
and Arafat that they are batting down at 
numbers nine and 10. 

Obviously both of them want to bat 
higher up the order and if they played for 
any other county they would be higher. 

But such is our current batting 
strength and depth that they’ve had to go 
in very low down, which I suppose is a 
great bonus for us, but it doesn’t make it 
any easier for the players concerned to 
cope with. 

But, overall, I’m just happy that we 
seem to be batting and bowling far better 
in recent weeks than we did at the begin¬ 
ning of the season. 

We still have a significant amount of 
improvement to make, though, as a team 
and as individuals, and that is what 
excites me most.

I’m not going to go out on a limb and 
say we are definitely going to win more 
trophies this year, to go with our Twenty- 
20 Cup success last summer, but what I 
will say is that we should be challenging 
extremely strongly on all fronts. 

In the Friends Provident Trophy, for 
instance, we would be selling ourselves 
short if we don’t finish in the top two in 
our group and qualify for the quarter¬ 
finals. I believe we are easily among the 
top eight one-day teams in the country - 
but now it’s down to us to prove that. 

In the championship, too, the next cou¬ 
ple of matches are incredibly important, 
starting against a strong Somerset side 
at Tunbridge Wells this coming week. 

I’m not sure that Andrew Caddick will 
make the game, which will be good for us, 
but they still have a lot of very good crick¬ 
eters and, in Marcus Trescothick and 
Justin Langer, they have two batsmen 
who are truly world-class. 

I N the past four Tunbridge Wells festival 
weeks, I have personally scored 781 runs 
at an average of 111.57, with three cen¬ 
turies and a 98 not out when we beat War¬ 
wickshire in 2006.1 just hope there are a 
few more runs to come for me yet at the 
Nevill. 

I could certainly do with a couple of 
decent scores after my England Lions 
appearance, where I got two good starts 
but didn’t go on. A 20 and a 30 wasn’t a 
disaster, but I felt I was playing well in 
each innings and you need big scores if 
the England selectors are really going to 
sit up and take notice. 

Having said that, I enjoyed the match 
and the job of captaining a Lions team 
with some very talented young players 
like Luke Wright and Adil Rashid, and 
some more established and highly-expe¬ 
rienced guys like Chris Tremlett and 
Matthew Hoggard. 

It was also good to get the chance to sit 
down and chat at some length with Peter 
Moores, the England head coach, and the 
selectors. They were very encouraging to 
me, and that is very pleasing. 

But it’s scoring runs that counts.

Delay in naming 
of training camps 

THE London Organising Committee of the 
Olympic Games (LOCOG) has postponed 
the announcement of training camps for 
the 2012 Paralympics. 

LOCOG was due to announce the list in 
London on Tuesday, with Kent expected to 
perform well.

Olympic camps when they were announced 
in March, more than any other county. 

However, although the South East venues 
have been finalised, some regions are not 
complete, so the official unveiling has been 
delayed for a fortnight.

The guide will 
be used by more than 200 countries to decide 
where they want to train ahead of the Lon¬ 
don 2012 Olympic and Paralympic Games.

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Boss remains upbeat as 
contract wrangle sees 

inspired signing depart 


GILLINGHAM boss Mark 
Stimson admits he is at a loss to 
explain why Danny Cullip 
changed his contract demands 
at the last minute, but believes 
the squad is strong enough to 
cope without him. 

The 31-year-old left the club this week 
after failing to agree terms on a new deal, 
despite negotiating a one-year contract 
more than two months ago. 

When the deal came to be signed earlier 
this month, the defender asked for another 
year. Stimson came back with a contract to 
keep Cullip at Priestfield until 2010, but it 
was dependent on him playing a minimum 
amount of games, which the defender 
rejected. 

Stimson told Kent on Sunday he bore no 
grudge towards Cullip, who left the club on 
good terms, but admitted he was surprised 
by the decision. 

He said: “Why he asked for the extra 
year I don’t know. The club has its reasons 
why we didn’t want to give him the extra 
year. You learn from your mistakes and we 
have still got people here on long contracts 
from before I arrived. 

“On the one hand I can understand what 
he did, but also I can’t because why didn’t 
he ask for that at the start? I would not go 
back in and change my terms, but every¬ 
one is different.” 

Cullip joined Gills on a short-term deal 
in February after being released by QPR 
earlier in the season. 

He only made 11 appearances for the 
club, but made an instant impact, winning 
the man-of-the-match award on his debut 
against Huddersfield. 

The former Brighton captain’s arrival 
saw Stimson switch from his favoured 4-4- 
2 to a 3-4-1-2 as he sought to get the best 
out of Cullip. 

Despite this, the Gills boss chose to 
downplay the defender’s influence. 

He said: “We didn’t lose many games 
with Danny in the team, but we didn’t win 
many either. He was very good to have at 
the time. I don’t know if he was one of my

best signings, I would say some have been 
better and some worse so he’s probably in 
the middle. 

“At the time, putting Danny Cullip into 
the group bonded quite a few of the players. 
He was the link man between the older 
players who had been at the club for 
a while and the new boys ( 
because he was so vocal. 

‘We have got a pre-season 
work together where we will find 
out about each other so that link is not; 
important as it was.” 

Although losing such an experienced 
campaigner is a blow to Gills’ hopes of 
bouncing straight back into League One 
next season, Stimson said he was happy 
with the squad’s depth. 

With Gills reverting to a back four next 
season, Simon King and Garry Richards 
are likely to be first choice centre-backs. 
Mark Bentley has shown he can play at the 
heart of defence and Gills also have Tom 
Wynter, who will join up with the first team 
after promotion from the club’s youth side. 

As Cullip was leaving Priestfield, Gills 
were closing in on their first signing of the 
summer. 

Stevenage Borough goalkeeper Alan 
Julian was at Priestfield for talks this 
week and could become the fifth player 
Stimson has signed from his old club. 

With Kelvin Jack released and Derek 
Stillie retiring this month Gills need 
another goalkeeper. 

Ironically, Julian turned down a new con¬ 
tract from Stimson when he was still man¬ 
ager at Stevenage, so is now available on a 
free transfer. 

The Gills boss said: ‘We had a good chat 
and he loves the surroundings. He’s talk¬ 
ing to two other League One clubs, but our 
relationship before may sway him towards 
us. He’s definitely someone with potential, 
for the last three years he’s been the best 
goalkeeper outside the Football League.” 
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
